The constitatioa of the LyaUpur T^h^i] hi 1S96 dal not aiFeot diatrict 
bouudarie^i but in I8d9j^t ou theopeniug of the Gugera Branehi furih^^r 
small areas of Goverunicnt wasle were transfErred from Lahoro and 
Montgomory to K lidimgih Dogran. 

The largest Ltanisferj howeveri took place in May ld99|| wheu the whole 
of the Sandm Bar assessment dreb of the Montgomery District^ about 
605^586 acres^ was transferred to Jhaiig. 

The oon;b^itiitiozi of tho Saiiiimdari and Toba Tek Singh Tahsik in

The whole tract is an aljnvlnl plain Bteping gently from the north¬ 
east to the soath-west, the height above sea-le^cl at the head of the 
colony being 070 feet whereaia at the tail it ig only 489 feet Thronghoot 
its length the central portion remains the highest, dropping gradiially 
towards the rivers on cither Bide^ On the eouth-oaetern side the honndary 
of the uplands h defined by the dhaya or old high bank of the riven 

The distance between the dhaya and river is by no means oDiform. 
Qpposite Mohtan in the Kli^ng^h Dogrdn Tabsit adtstanae ornbont 21 
miles separates it from tho rivor^ and moat of the intervening apace is 
Goverimieiit wfisto aln&ady colonised- Forther down the high bank 
approacbea mucli to ore doaely to the river and becomes practically co¬ 
terminous witli proprietary estates^ until not far from Kamdlia it agnin 
leaves tho river and forniB tho boundary of the present colony with a 
largo area of Qovornment ivaats beyood it. The Edvi d^a^ra ia nowbare 
very sharply defined, and althongh it la quits distinct on the bonudary of 
the Khdngilli Dogran Tahsil and in a portion o( Samnndari, it is but a 
gentle slope opposite Gogara and further south. 

On the north-eastern side the higher uplands are bemnded by the 
Bndh Nullah, an old bed of the Chenfib Rtver which first becomes prottii- 
u^^nt neflj PLinli Blistti^n^ Its soutlifm bank is abropt and there ia ou 
immediate drop from 10 to feet to the bwo^' Inod beyond. Between 
A tnipnr and Jauruh the Biidh is crossed by the canal in an aqneduot 
and then forms the boundary between the Jhang and Hbow^na Branches 
of the canalj and ronghly also between the Lysllpur and Toba Tek Blngh 
Tahsils on one side and the Cbinlot and Jhang Tabgils on the other. As 
far as Pabbarw^la in Chiuiot Tabsil the Budh runs almost parallel to tho 
river and forms the boundary between private property and th&Bilr^ 
but bplow PabbarwAla there is a large tract of Goverura^at property be* 
tween tho Bndh Nnllali and private ^states. Throughoot the uorlh- 
westeru side of the colony the average distance from the Bir to the river 
ba milcB, though the actual xvidth varies from 4 to 10 roilea. Travelling 
south the high bank gradually iliBappcars, though tho Budh maintains 
its chai'flcter as a well marked dmluago nearly to the end ot BhowHua 
Branch, where it splits cp and praatically loses itself. 

Tlio dfiajfoa and the Budh Nullah form anfficient proof that the 
Chenftb and Udvi Rivers at one time followed courses which broaglit them 
inoeb more closely togi^ther than they are at pregent. It ia probable also 
that they van at a considorably higher level and that in periods of ficKid 
water was conducted from them in canatft, which may have been partly 
artiHcial, following the n at oral dyaim^ros of the country. 

Tmditlco supports this view, and the Nandanwah Nullah (sea page 9 of 
the Gu]rituwAla Gazetteer* 1893-94) h a casein point. This nuUMh in said 
to have been a canal in olden times and to have supplied water to Silugla 
when that place was a finuriahing city. Traces of it am said by General 
Cnnuingham to hnve been fonnd 30 miles sonth-wogt of Single.

There is tittle differODtintioR possible down the centre of the B&r 
from Kb£ngih Oogriin to close to Toba Tek Singh, though here and 
there patches of sour clay and sand bills were to be foand. The largest 
area of katlardtU soil lay between Single acd Sbahkot, and at first 
inferior rice was the only crop which tfarirod in it. But the snlta 
having been washed Oat by copious irrigation few tniceB of kaffar now 
remain. The land on the Bhowdna Branch to the north-west is mom 
□neven and the loam tighter than in the centre of the Bfir, but mneh of 
the soil ifi of very good quality and it is easy to exaggerate its 
inferiority. 

On the other side, the soil of most of tho Ougera branch is 
perhaps on the whole richer than that on the Rakh and Mi&n &li 
Branches, and that of the Burilta Branch richer still. 

The whole of these tracts was covered by a growth of spontaneona 
bnsh jungle which varied in height and density aoeording to tho 
richness of the soil. On the lighter lands staoted apeciincns of the ran 
(Sofeadora oteeidi*) and the karil [Cappurig aph^Ua) were the 
trees most in evidence. On richer seiis the jand {Prifftopi$ sptei^Mti) 
grew in profusinnand to a considerable height, while the eai» attained 
a iDOte imposing growih. The too, {Hisifphuit /ujw&t) was not 
nacemmon, and the Muffha (Zisgphtts nuniiifaria] was tho mark of liiqd of 
phrticular excelIvaoe, usually growing only in u .stiff low-lying clay 
(rohij which obtained tho surpiiis water dewing off higher land. 

Roughly, the kind and density of tree-growth in it were the sorest 
guides to the quality of any particular soil. 

In all these porlions of the Bar evcu a alight fall of rain was 
sufficient to restore to verdure the parched and withered roots of the 
various grasses, with which the whole area abounded. 

Rain was always Ecantj aud in the centre and son thorn portion of 
the B^r probably averaged leas than 5 inches while in bad seasons its 
deficiency was almost total. But in all but the worst years the grazing 
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was abimilatit' ^od Bup[>artjed a Urgo qo^antitj oE cattia owned by a 
nnmad graaier and the population of tho neighboaring rive rain 
vilbges* 

The BAr bas ofton been spoken of as a coimtrj of estrema desolation^ 
and tliougb this description maj ba justified bj the almost entire 
abspnoe of crops wbioh could only ba grown in the most favonred 
localities and fa^otared years, yet tho InndE^cape tbongb monot<3ttena 
was far from rnipleasing^ and afrer a fall of raia mikfht almost be called 
beauiifnh It certainly poseies^ed a peculiar Fas^inatiou of ita own, to 
which tho wilderness and va^tnes^ of the scene doubdeas cantrlbntedi. 
Few of those who knew it iu tbo past and felt ils freedom will rog^^rd 
its di^appeaffltoce withotit a soni^e of gennine regrot| despite the eno noons 
benoSta which have accompanied the change^ There however, one 
part of the Bir which nature conoeivcd in her least kindly mood. The 
tract round Toba Tek 8itigh was almost void oE trees and gras$. The 
clump of far^K^ at the d^k buui^alow were a perfect oa^is in a 
liide^ms prairie, and tha Daban^vdla klkfir^ a eolitaiy tree about 3 miles 
distanr. Irocn 1'oba Tok Singh, acquired a fame which it conld not have 
won even on the coad from Khiwa to Jhang, of which Ur* Uoncklen 
(Depuiy CLranmi$Sioner of Jhang from 1S53-57J wrote : —

The plaoea of tree and grass was taken by tho varioiis forms of the 
luna^ and soil which could support Tniia, though net trees, wag the best. 
Sand dimes became a prominent feature, while hard glistening Jfuljkir 
and surface kankar were m frequent evidence. The iuns ^oil has 
turned out remarkably well iicder cans I irrigation and the kailardthi 
land has improved ns elsewbere, but generailj the crops growu in thta 
portinn of the colony display an unmistakable inferiority to the average 
elsewhere, 

Thera are a few other localities in whieh the soil is oE inferior 
quality^ namely, in soma estates on the tails of the Bdhiak, KLilianw Ala 
and Samuudari Distributaries on tha BurAta Branch, and the Dhiiular 
Dislributary of the flower Jhang Braneb. On the Bur Ala Branch the 
mfprioriEf where it dccura takes the form of a soft powdery 
kxUar whieh, however, improves nuiler irrigation. On the D haul nr 
Distribntivry tho difficulty is caused by the close proximity to tho 
aarfuce of doe river sand on the banks of the Bridh r^nllah* 

All oyer the BAr sand is found at no great distance from tho 
surface, tho depth of actual soil being seldom more than 20 foot. 

The knowledge of local geology h at present incomplete, so that it is 
impossibltf to disciisa that of the Sandal IMr s^^pnrat^Iy, A sketch of the 
geology of tho Punjob as a whola by Mr M^-^uoott, Superintendent of the 
Geological Survey of India, has bean pabLi‘ibcd in the Provincial Qa^etteer 
and alao as a separate pamphlets 

The rocky eminences which jut out of tha level plain at SAngla and 
Shahkotf^rm a striking feature of tho Sandal Bdr, though they are not 
confined to it. 

The main bill at SAngta rlsea to a height of 2l5feet4 

On the nortb^we^teru side 1,000 feet distant there la a low ridge of 
r<ick about 25 feet high and 500 feet bog, while If milos to the aouth 
there b another iidge of three i^inall hills. Tho hilEs at Shahkot are 
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pore closel/ ^uped but amallor. The largest hill of the same formation 
IS to bo found at Kii^na id tho Kirina Bdr. There is another large 
group them at Cbioiol, and they occur again in tho Gurgdon and 
Delhi pwtncte. They are all outlying spnrs of the Araralli range m 

IttijpaUlua. The formation is, geologically apsaking, quite moderu, as the 

rock has not got beyond the mud'slate stage.

Camels, sheep and goats are fond of the foliage of all three trees and 
in times ol scarcity devoured even the twiga.

There is no meteorological Hta^ion in tha ChenAb Colony, bnt tbo 
temperature of the Bfir was very simiiar to that of Montgomery, whero 
it rftngi?a from a maiiirmin of 121° O' F. in the hot weaiher to a minimum 
of 3Fy F. in the cold. 

In the absence of statislics it is fairly safe to aveseri that the 
intense heat oE the old Bar lias been sumowhat rcdiiced by irrigation 
and cultivation^ 

The atmosphere is generally more humid than it was, and dust- 
utorms are neither bo fiequnnt nor so violent as they were even 
Eva years ago. The dust hazus which used to envelope the Bdr sonie^ 
times for a week at a time are now geldom seee^ 

In tbo summer months ibe nights ore still appallingly hot, but 
they are often relieved by a slight aouthcrly breeao. Bnt it is no high 
praise to aay that I ho cliinato in the hot weatlior is slightly loss iiiforcal 
than that of Jhang or Montgoiuory. 

The benuEciul effect cu more northerly dl^tricla caused by the cultiva¬ 
tion of the Bnr lias, of course, bcfH vary nmrkod indeed. It is hardly 
too much to say that the hot weather of Sialkot has been reduced 
by six week^. 

The rainfall of Jhang nverages 9'07 ineliea a year, hut Jhang is 
dose to tho ChenAb, aiuj la the contru of the JlAr it cau seldom have 
exceeded five inches, while in bad years it might be nothiug, Tha 
northern end of the IHr h^is always been more favoured than the arid 
region of PobaTtik Smgh, the rainfall gradually decreariog towards 
tho south.

At if mile to the south libera i*^ another ridge ol three small hills 
called Ama or little Saugla. All theaa hdU aie formed of the same 
dark grey rock as that of Chiniot and Kir Ana hills io the west of 
the Chtindb^ which contains much iron^ but is not worked oo account 
of the waut of fuel, 7'he production of iron is noticed by Ewen 
Thaang. 

The Brahminical accounts of fidkala have be«n collected from the 
Mah^bliAruta bv Profefsor Lassea*'*^ Accerding to that poem, Sakuk, 
the capital of the BJMras* who are also called JitrtikiiSp and 
was aitiiatcd on the Aps^ rivulet to the we^t of the lidvHti Or Hdvi 
river- approached from the east side by pleasant paths through 

the forest. The country b &till well knewu ub &lddrd-dCB or i^hr 
district of the Mddras, which is said by eomc to extend from the Beiis 
to tho Jhelum, but by others only to the Chenj^ib. The ApagA rivulet 
General Cuaningham Teeognizes in the Ayak Nadij a email stream which 
baa its rise in tho Jammu hills to il b north-east of SiAlkot^ Near 
Aaarur fin GajrAnwAla) the bed ol this alream divides into tivo br&nche^^ 
which^ after passing to the east and west of Aaarur, rejoin at 2^ miles 
to the south of SAnglawAU Tibbs. Near Asaiiir mid Ndiigla, the Ayak 
is now qnite dry at all lessons, but there must have beeu water io it at 
DhakAwAlri only 24 mtle^t above Asarur even eo lute us the reign rf 
ShAh Jah^u^ when his son D^ra ShikHjh drew a Orkual trom that place to 
his hunting seat at t^hekhitpimri, which aGo caltcd the Ay^ak nr 
Jbilri Canal. 

The Buddhist muiecs of Sdkula refer Bhiofiy to its history in 
connectiou with Baddhism. A leg#'nd ia told of seveu kings who 
went towards S%al to carry iiff Prabhdv^utij the wife of King Kijsa; 
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hut the king, inounling an elephant;, met them ontaide the city and criG<l 
ont with BO loiul a voice, '* 1 am Kuaa,” that tho oscbmatton 
heard over the whole world, and the eoree kings fled away io terror. 
Hat there ie no other meiitioa of Sikala until A, O. 033, when it wOa 
visited by Hwen Thsaog, who doscribea the neighlmering town ol 
Tselcio ^ the capital o£ a largo kingdom, which extended from the 
Indus to the Bode; and from the foot of the hilU to the oonanonce 
wfthe fiveTivorB.t 

The clftfisical notices of Sdogla ore confined to the two historical 
accounts of Arrian and Cortina and a passing mention by Diodoras. 
Curtiua simply calls it « a great city defooded not only by a wall but 
bv a swamp <iwainp was a deep oim, us 

the inhnbifants afterwards esOBped by swicniniDg across it (polucfem 
/ronsaawr-}, Arrian calls it a Inke, but adds that it was not deep, that it 
was near the city wall, and that one of the g;ttcs opened npn it. Ho dea- 
cribea the city itself as etrongboth by art and nature, being defended bj 
brick walU and covered by the luko Outside the ci^ there was n liill 
vv\neh the Katbffiana liEid snrrounded with a triple Ime of carfor tbe 
protection of their canip.§ This little bill may prebably bo identified with 
Kw ridge to the northwest called Munda-ka-puro, which wonldcoitamly 
apprarto® have been outside tbe city walls, ^’he camp on ^te Jdl must 
lilL been ferroed ohiefly by tbe fugitives from other places, for whom 
Jhere^s no room i the llready crowded city. Thu Greeks attacking 
this outpost carried the first and ««50ond line of carts, and 
defendetTbsek within the city walls. Then using the ^ts to form a 
bLrier round the margin of the lake, they immiiieuced the siege of 
the citv itself. The Kathwans made an Attempt to escape by mght 
ncriSB the Ink-*, but were checked by the barrier of carta and driven 
back into tha city. The walls wore then breached by nndormining, and 
O^^ nbi was token by imsanlt. Tbe loss of the Kathmsm is stated 
bv Irrian to have beenri 7,000 -lain and 70,000 prisoners. Curtins with 
iil'tro probi^hility gives it as 8,000 slain. 

Hwen Thsanp, when he ri-ited Sdkala in A. D. 630, found the 
wall- cempletely ruined, but their foundations still remained, showing 
n ebeuit of about 3^ miles. In the midst of the rnins was a ™all 
portion of the old city, still iiihahitcd, about one mile 
Thnre w«s a Buddhist monastery of 100 monks, and two Buddhist 
r^! r one of which was the work of the famous king 

Asokjl/'

They deal for the most part TPith 
matter little pertinent to the Bdr ifcaelf and it would he a work of 
tgwB. iTppererogatien to recepitiilate thom: ail that will be attempted here ia 

to give a slight sketch ot the BAt in comparatirelj modem timea 
only so far as m nece^ery to explain its ooadition prior to colonixation, 
with ft short acoouat of the priacipaJ rivemin tribes most olosely 
connected with it.

ThaBhouifl. foes of the Viraka and the Khmrals of the Upper Rdvi, tho maia cause 
of dispate being the extent of tbo poitiooB of the Bar over which each 
conld claim aapremacy. At one time the throe tribes patched np an 
agreement by which Shfihkot was fixed as the boundary of their respoct- 
ive jorisdiotiona, and sank throe wells which exist to this day in token 
of the compact. 

ThrViraki. Tbe Viralcs^ a Jat and mainly Hindu tribe^ who hold 120 eatatea in 

the GnjrAuwfila District, eimilarly ruled ^cith-eaeWm portion of tho 

northern end of tho BAr, but both they and the Bfaattk after a long 
period of domination bad practiCMiJy withdrawn from the Bdr before the 
annexation of the P tin jab by the Eritis^h. According to local tradition the 
history of their disappearance ia as follows : — 

wighii The W%Ms and the W^irs^ two small tribes of BAr-nomads, who 
md Wu-lrA. used to grft^e their cattle in the Central Bar under the protection of the 
Kharrale, had a dispute with thoir over-lords about tho payment of the 
grazing tax. The SitU Governmeat had demanded a very heavy aoui 
from theXharrals as payment for the grazing ia their share of the BAr, 
and the KharralH had to recover it from their dependents, the WAghia 
and Wasirs amongst others, Tho season being a bad one the WAghAs 
and Wasirs were unable or nowilling to pay the largo demand which tho 
Khar rale mado n gainst them. They accordingly left the Central Biir and 
oatablished thomselvcs the coantry cocupiod by the Viraks who offered 
no npposilion. Fortunately for tho new comerSj Amfr Singh of Bhikki^ 
the last of the great Virak leaders, had recently died^ and the Viraks wem 
in a state of temporary deprraaion. They wonld however in ell prob¬ 
ability have ousted the WAghAa before long, were they not at the 
same tirne beginning to turn from pastoral hfo to agriculture m their 
means of livelihood. Whatever the cause, Massan, the WAgha leader,was 
left urdisturhed by the Virtik^ and he soon began to cast covetoua eyes on 
the domain of the Bbsltis whma cattle he raided. Successful in twii 
forays he Bdvanced as far as Kot NakSwAfa, but was there defeated and 
killed about 132A. Hb son, ?^lalla, the present aged zaildAr of Karkan, 
ulreaily verging on mauhood, tied to Aliniiid Khan, the Kharrftl leader 
of Jhumra, t i enlist his its^islance, Ahmed Khau, nothing loth for an 
opportunity to auarrol wjrh the Bhatiis, collected Lis followers and 
returned %vith Malla to give battle, hut the Bhattia retreated to the 
riverside, and in the rosiih MnHa was left in practically ondistarb^ 
pfi^sesrion of the OujrAuivAtft BAr. 

Under the Briti^ Goveruirient the Northern BAr was divided into 
blocks {chahf} and the reslizatton of gmzlng fees was farmed to 
contractors. Although Massu, a Bhagsinke Bhattl and the gmndfathur 
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the north which wee chiefly ocanpied by the cainol-grBzier't of Utrh Hiitory, 

Botochan and nomada of tho iiDdless Kajla tribe, while to the aonth the 

Mdo Sikhs of Miindnwdla usod to take contracts, the bait of the W«atr*. 

(InjrdQwdla area of Goveromoiit waste whs regolarly farmed by Wdghds 

and Wasirs. Accordingly when the coloniptioa sebemo began Malla, the 

W&gha leader, had become the Topreaeotaliva netuad of the Gujrdnwdla 

Bdr and had oetablished a permanent ro^a at Kartmn where ho obtained 

proprietary right over an area of 100 acres- The Hhattis and Viraks 

wore no longer in oridence as people of influence in the Bdr. 

In the Jbang District the greater part of the Bdr was snbjoot to the jbuug Djs- 
SiAls, bnt the Harrale of JIurAdwdk and the Sayada of Kajoa also cuii- 
trolled smalt tracts. Tbe dependenU of the former tribe came down as aajadg. 
Ear as Sarfattd near tbe present Cbiciot Hoad, while the Kajoa Sayads 
were rooogninad. as snaorains from C bin Lot to Pacca Mdri, now Lyallpur, 

Beyond tho Sayad territory came that of tbe Bliarwdna clan of 'msiil i 
Svils, and the whole of the rest of the Jbang Bdr was under their control. 

Their influence was so estensivo that they merit a somewhat more lengthy 
description. The Sidle are descended from one Rai Shaukari a Ran war 
Rdjpnt, who resided at Dhdriittagar between Allahabad and hatehpur. 

One story baa it that RAi Shankar had three sons, Seu, Ten, Ghou, from 
whom have eprnog the SiAls of Jhang, the TiwAnas of ShAhpnr, and the 
Gh^bas of PMndigheb. Another Iradilion states that Slfil was the only 
son of Rili Shankar. It was, bowover, about this time that the KharnJi, 

TiwAnas, Ghebas, Chaddhtars and Siils emigrated from the province of 
Hindtistda to the Punjab and renounced their ancestral religion. Among 
othorp, Sidl wfU8 coiiforted ^ MtiliftiiiiaadBiiisw fcy IMwfliftriil of I fikpattniij 
who died abont 1265 A.D. Jhang Sifil was fonoded by Mai Kh&n, ninth lo 
descent from SiAl, in 14&2, but at the time the Naula were the princi¬ 
pal tribe in thecounti^ round Jhang, and the SiAls paid their revenue to 
the Nanis. Daring the century and-a-half that followed the Siilflmanaged 
to disposESsa the Nauls, Bhangua, Mangabs, Jlarrals and other old tribes, 
and engaged m more Eeriona fighting with the Bilpcbcs, who were then 
uiaatcni of the Sontbem Bdr, and the Kharrals, 
real political importatice until the rsign of their greort chief AYalidAd 
AValidild Xhio’s tiatory is given at length in tbe Jhang GaEottoer. It is 
her^ only Dcce&sary to relate th^l he largely extended SiiU mQDencOi 
overcamo tte KamiUiu Kharmla n^d oven founded taome SM yiUages Ott 
tho Hdyi.

The Bharwitua Siils, so called after an ancestor called Bhairo, resided 
chiefly in the interior o£ the BSr. Before the roign of Wallddd 
already achieved victories over the Rind BUochea, and near Boran^li 
abont half-way between Jhang and Toba 'Tet Singh tlioro »"« ‘hree 
masonry dome-roof«d bnildings which mark the scene of a defeat or 

the Rinds. Their connection mth agrpcnUnre was still of the slightest, 
and they wore snfficiontly independent to be usoally hostile to the reigning 
SidI family (JalAl KhduAua) of Jhang. On one occasion Waliddd hira^lt 
attacked their eettlement at Raima Jalluiina '« 

Jhang, but was defeated by tho Bharwilnns aided by the Kdtnias. Tho 

victonons tribes fell ont among themselves over cattle the po^ 

petual bone of contention, and the K&tbias were do van off to e sou 
The BharwAnas word over ready to fight any ouo and every one, and when 
after the death of Walidiid tho roiguing house of Jhang foil lu evil daya 
they obtained a puramonnt imporUnco over almost tho whole longth ot 
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ttio Cbeniib Bdr, whick they retained until tlie Bdr camo neder cultiva¬ 
tion. Thflir principal permaneut viUagei are all on the fringe of ihn 
B4r, natEolj Mnkhi^ina, Satiftiift and Sultilnpnr noitb of Jhang^ wiih Qiiiiii 
Bharwdua and neighbouring vilkgos to the aoutli. The tract which they 
domi Dated waa in modem timefl ■Svidod between throe zaildurBii Ahmad 
of SatiAna, Hamajun o£ MnkhiAoa and Pic Bakhsh of QAiia Bharwdoa. 

Wiihin the last 40 or DO yeaia the BharwAnas have to a large extent 
given np their roving habita and made their riverain vilh^ee tlioir 
permanent resideucO| though they iti 11 kept large herds oE cAtde and 

maiDtained to a great extent their InQnouce over their depend ontt in ihn 
BAr. They worcp howovetj nolongwr real nomada when the allotment of tho 
Bdr began and the grants wbidi they received in the colony were givim 
to thnni principally ae coniponsatory grants in common WEth other ssamm- 
ddrs of the Jhaug District* 

On the KAvi side of the EAr the Langridb of Multan were the chief 
graziers in tha Kablrwdla Tahsil^ but this porticu of tho BAr has not yet 
coins and fir colonization operations j and for thp whole lepgth of the 
Montgomery District the Khsrrala were the dominant BAr tribe p 

The Kharralfl arc said to bo EAjputs claiming descent from RAja 
Kam of Ha^tiuapur whose dosoendaut Bhdpa came to Uch in tho IStli 
centuiy* where he sad his eon Khar ml wore converiod by Miiklidilm 
JahAnia SliAh. Prom Uch tbe Khs^sla epread over the country about ihn 
EAvi. Like the Sials they were at firet maialy a pastoral triboj hut in 
the J4th oeutury KsmAl KhAa refonnded an old town which hitb 
bean identified by General Cunningham ai^ one of the strongholds of tim 
Mb 111 captured by Alexander the Great. It was named Kot KaiuAlis in 
honour of KaiuAl KhAu and has since boon tho head^uartora of tlm 
Lakhers clau of Ehsrrals^ 

The Lakh ora clan wag never numerically strong but it attained a 
certain amount of iuiportaace in the reign of Alamgir^ when SaAdat YAr 
KhAn, then Chief of KamAlia, obtained a jnjG from the Delhi Bmperor, 
It waSj howovflf, in the time of SaAdut YAr KhAn that WalidAd, SiAl* 
overriui KamAliai and sot-tied the MnrdAna and TahrAns SiAla on the ItAvi* 
while oven with the asaistnnOB of his allies tho XAthiagi Bhogelas and 
WahuiwAbj the Lakh era Kharralss wore hardly able to do moro than hold 
their own with tho Upors Kharrula of tho Upper RAvi, with whom they 
wat^ continually qnsrreUIng. 

After thd death of WalidAd KhAn tho KsmAlia KharraU regained 
their mdependeoce until they were conqnered by the Nakkai Sikhs, bnt 
in recent years they had largely lost their conneotian with thu SAndaL Btir, 
and a few Biloch tribes were all they had in tho way of dcpendenitii besidoH 
their regular adherente the KAthiaSj Bhagelaa and WahniwAla who were 
themsoivea laiidowner^i though in common with all other iuhabitants of 
\ullages adjoiniug the BAr, they used it for tho pasture of thoir herd^^. 
Tho fact is that tho area which the KamALia Khatrals could inSuouco was 
closely circumscribed by BharwAua SiAU oa the north-west and tho 
TabrAua SiAls on the east i they had taken to agriculture and tbu ease of 
town lifej and th^re was not a single rahmx of Lakhcra KharraU in the 
BAr when canal irrigation began. 

Next along the RAvi came the TabrAna mid Mueduua SiAls sottlud 
thttro by WalidAd KhAn. 
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Bfijond tfaOEQ eamo th^ Vatti?, but althoa^li these bribes had 

their own rakni^ or ^ttkmonts in the Mr ihoy no mduonoa 

ovor other nomad grazs&riij and aeMom went far from their own villages. 

b\x)m Jb^ra onwards the Opera Kbarrals were aH powerful. Their 
principal villages wore at JhAEora^ DdodMdj and LundMuwdla^ Ao^idinff 
to their own accoiint D^n^bdd is named aftar a Vi rat* and they obtained 
their poaitiqn on the Mvi about tho middle of the Idth Century by dis- 
posaeasing tho Virak tribe whan led by Malluj the first Upera Kharralof 
renown. Tho Viraks have always remained their hereditary foea. 
Unlike the iSiilla and Kamsllia Kbarrals the Upera Kharrals never witb^ 
drew from the Bar, They had no La^te for agricult are and their tendency 
was rather to push up into the Bdr as a permnnent residenee than to 
content themselves like ^c SUh with contFoLlitig it from Urn riversido 
by periodical via its lo their dependents. There was perhaps a distiact; 
reiison for this in later timej^ apart from their dislike of agricnlture and 
proverbial lovo of a roving life. At the first regular flettlemont the 
villages of the Jhaug, Gnjrduwdk and LahcFO DbtrictSj partiQularly the 
two last, took the opportonity to help thom^alves UbBrally the surround* 
ing wa^te. Tho Kkarrala thought they were better advised. They 
reasoned that the Bilr waa their oym for ever and that they gained nothing 
by an extension of honndarics, while they woald luour not only the pay* 
menli of more iand revemaOj but also 00 aside ruble additional reaponsibiLity 
in the mutter of stolen cattio whoao tracks passed witbiu their boundary 
pillnrs. Accordingly they ddclined to estend their boundaries and tho 
arens of their proprietary villages are all very small. For these reasons 
the Upera Kharrals continued to reside personally in the Bitr whore in 
recent years they established a number of pormauent scttbnieots of 
considerable size, some of thf^ni right in the centre of the Bdrj as at 
Rliidiiinwi^ta and Hdo KhdumiiQa, while A^ibdnwdia, Jardnw/ila, and 
BaryArwAla wore all well removed from the riverside. Couscqueutly, when 
the irrigation of the Gugera Brauch bogau they wore all treated m 
uomad gmxiers, acid received grants as stioh, their headmon becoming 
aod zatfdtfrs in the tracts od the BuWila Branch wholly 
occupied by tbemsolvea and their old dependents. 

Tho RiiH tribes above enumerated called thoinsolvos the tribe of 
the ** Great Ravi ** and included nil th^ purely ogncultnrtil tribes under 
the nama of ** Nikki ELld or “Small Udvi/'a term of reproach with 
reference t> their iiipre settled parsnits and eompanttively more 
peaceful habits^ 

Tho Gram; Rdvi tribesj lad by AhmaiJ Khdn^ a Kharml of JlL^mra, 
all rose in IeJ 57, with the e^o^pGinn of the K!atnilia R^harrals. But the 
mala incidents of the rebel lion ocenrrod outside the limits of the S4ndal 
B&r which only cifferad a rafnga to aoma of tha Fagittfes after the 
revolt was orushed. 

Some noenunt of tho powerful riverain tribes having mow beau 
given it remains to discuss the condidous of the interior of tho B^lr 
previous to Golonizstionp 

Under Sikh rule it was controUedj so far as it was eontrolled at all, 
throngh thp great tribes who^o leaders were made rasponsihle for tho 
collection of a goodly grazing tojc called firiii, which thoy collected 
not only from the mombers of their own triboj but also from all their 
depeudonts or nbiya. Bojoud the ocllection of fiVni the Sikha do not 
appear to have troubled them selvas Enueb about the Bar and the tribal 
loaders accordingly continued to have matters much their own way. 
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CH&1< It B. ' A pHuninent tribal leader waa known as a “ a word which 
— tneaaa both " a powerful man'' and a " dacoit” or, perhaps^ it should bu 
eaid that the ono implied the other. It waa bj ao insane a torin of 
reproach: indeed success in cattle lifting and foraja was very properly 
the main EOurcB of profit and honour^ much as in the time of boriii,*r 
forays north and sonth of the Tweed. The relations between the Hits 
and their dependents were of a distinctly feudal character. 

Tie im w Before 1800 Of thereabouts there wero no sepamle rnhniis or nomad 
korde. settlements for the very good reason that the Pax: Britaunica had not 

been sufficiently lone established to make the cstabliBhment of detached 
settlemeuts ao even moderately safe experiment. The Kharral ^ or 
Bidl Rfit would, therefore, move slewly over the portion of the Bdr which 
ho olauned to rale, accompanied by the whole of his clan followers and 
all his riaiya. These hordes, called jna, seldom stayed more th^ 
one QT two montha at otio spot in diron the richest pastnro gtonnda, 
although they had to sink freah wolU at eTerj gmaiug stitios in order 
to obtain drinking water for maTi and beasL 

Smaller bands would have been rapidly cut up by hostile trilMs^ 
but the jan Bystom oSored secuTitj to all but atragglera exoept against 
an attaok in force. 

tif protect ion was provided by the Rdl: and bia ruling l^bOj i^ho repaid 

ruling trfbra. themaelvcs by a tas called pau^nji^ or five pr-r cent, on all sales or cattle^ 
which they levied from their depoodenU* This was aot^ howeverj their 
only source of iocome, As the Bar was impassablo for a stranger 
anything to lose except under an oBcort provided by a Rdtj, the BAts 
used to give convoys on payment of a fee oallad todrufetij Or two*and-a- 
half per cent* of the value of the property convoyed- 

Ifj again, a dopoDdont lost a camel or buffalo at tbo baodB of members 
of a hostile tribe be took his complaint lio bis chief who was always ready 
to rog^in or to try hia beat to regain the stolon property on payment of a 
fee of Rs. 10 called ftaraptya. On learning who bud Bfcoku the 

property the Ri&fe would at once collect a band of fighting tuon au 
jnareb oif to demand its return* Soeb incidents were often eeltleu by 
exchange when possession of stolen property by both aides roudoreu 
exohange possible, but if exohaugo waa impracticable and the tbievcfi 
deoliued to restore tho property peaceably, the avenging body set to 
work to recover it by force, at the aame time killing nr currying on us 
many as posaiblo of their suGuiles'* cattle* Raids of tbis oeBcnptton 
were of most freqaent occurrence, as also were the marauding expeoi-^ 
tions which were origiTiatod for the immediate profit of the leading tn’bcs- 
Many of thoso enoDontorB were of a very sanguinary ijature, and there 
is no doubt that the great clans maintamed their position at the cOBt 
of much of their best fighting material. It is cert*inly very strikn^, 
when venturing, for mstauoe, on tbo post history of uny well known family 
of Upera Kharrals, to find what a large proportion of the males of 
two generatious back were slam in fights with the Vimks^ and taere 
can be no doubt ^hat the perpetual raiding and conntor-m^ing whic 
ODutinued I unchecked until the second half oF the Itfth Uentury had 
much to say to the coioparadve paucity of the numbers oF the ruling 
tribes -

The following note which 3""° 

supplied by Mr. B. Abbott, Sotllemout Officer of Jhang, gives its 

liiatory io far aa tho Jhang Diatrict waa eoucorned:

The roaaa^lrthGQ despatched 
the stolen cattle as quickly aa he could to another friojidly 
and thufl usnaliy pat the breadth of a dodb between the property 
and pa ran it. The aeooud raamgir then sold tho cattle^ and ret timed 
inpayment to the fii-at any cattle which he might acquire by similar 
nieaus. Every one was then pleased except the owners of the stoten 
cattle, who had themselves the same proolivitieSf and weald not hesitate 
to avail themselves of a similar chance should opportunity occur. In fact 
cattle lifting was a regular pastime with recegnieed rules, and no one saw 
the slightest harm in it. The following description is taken from the

The Tbdpdd4re seldom 
went outside their stations, which was on the whole wise of them, 
they were quite helpless without the assistsnoe of the local emfdilr, and

entirely for the sake of their health, uud wore not elt-ogethor unwining 
to live and let live. They dopetided largely for their comfort and also 
their income on tolerant relatione with the inhahitants ofthoir charge, 
and 03 the srotM^Jr acted aa the go-between, he naturally acquired u very 
considerable influenco over the criminal administration iu its lower strata, 
which WU8 quilo sufficient for practical purpofies. He coold and would, 
for the sake of his reputation, every now and then moke a caaoj hut lia 
much more frequently squared them, which was perhaps just aa 
for tho imprisonment of every Biir nomad who comrpttted a cattio theft 
would have been a heavy burden on the State, and, loading tho life they 
did, any idea that nomads would give up their pet -crime would have been 
quite hopolesely utopian.

The Chen&b Canal was otiKinally censtmoted as an innudation canal 
for the irriKation of portions of the Jhang and Gtjjriinwula districts. The 
head was situated at Garb Gola fm tho left bank of tlie Chriikb, and it was 
anticipated that it would command 881 squurre miles^ of which 164 square 
miles would bo Crown waste amilable for eoloniat^j. The diachiirge was to 
be IjSOO cable feet per second^ and it was expected that an average of 
I4t,000 acres would be irrigated annually^ It wag opened lu the spring 
of I387j in which year it itriguted 10j85-t acre?. The nest year the figure 
roac to 47,6+4 acres but fellagnin in 1830 to d9j308 acres. It then became 
clear that eo large n caasl could not bo worked without a wmir to force tha 
low supplies of the river over the silt which the fiood deposited. 

A fresh project iDeluding a weir waa then saaotioiicd providing for tho 
perennial irrigutiou of au area of l^DiXl oquare miles were Government 
wastcH Work wna comtuettced at once, but tho iuuudaiiun canal woa kept 
running in the mcaowhils and it irrigated 52,390 and 35,524 acres in

Their effect was sbevra lo a protionnced manoor, 
for in I892'113 the irrigation of the canal rose at oace to 15 r,197 acres, ana 
it Biion became appan?nt that the project oadmatej eangaiuo tnougb it la 
seemed at Brst, was in roatity extremely inoJeraia and oautioue. i fle 
scope of the canal has further been increased by vanoas subsequent oa- 
tenUn proiects, with tbo result that the gross commanded area m 
now 5,210 square milee, the area of the Colony alone being already 
8,863 square miles, or greater than that anticipate i for tho whole canal 
in the project of 1891. 

Further extensions yet uu an actioned may raise the gross commanaed 
area to 6,013 sqnare miles and that of the Colony to 4,431 square milca.

Funberj th& irrigation arrangements^ as was only to be expected^ 
were bj ng means per fret. The Hret levels taken by tba Irrigatign Jhh 
partmenE. were not go close qt so accamte as those at later GtsgoB of the 
scheme ^ and only the niain wateregdrftes were coDstmcted before the 
i^rriTal of the settlor^. Even this bad not always been done, and the set- 
tiers bad still 10 make the obannels^ often of a very nonaiderable lengtb>for 
conveying water to tbeir own ^^quares. When this too had been eccsem- 
plistiedthey tuight: find that their squares were still nnirrlgable. MoTeover^ 
the rainfall in the previous years had been very scanty and the Bir con¬ 
sequently presented a partkulsfkrly desolate appearance. Many^ tbereforej 
refused to believe that the land was worth cnltivating. Faced by these 
difiicuUies^ real nr fancied^ large numberH of selected settlers returned 
to their homes without iittcmpting to cultivate the lands offered to 
them. 

Those who perseTered and were not carried off by a severe epidemic of 
cholera were rewarded bj an excellent cropi and once the virtue of the 
virgin soil of the B^r had been thus deononstrated, there was no lack of 
fresh settlors to take the place of those who fled. 

Bot the trialii of early settlor^ were not quite at an end. Their crop 
rostured^ there was not suflicieiit labour available to harTOSt it^ and large 
quantUies of colton were loft unpicked. 


When harvested there wna still the diBicnltj of di^poaing Of the pro¬ 
duce which had to gu the sfluie perilous ways by which the aetilera came^ 
It was largely for this reafon that so matiy of iho larger grauteea still 
thought it not worth their while to take up the libera! grants then offered 
to tbnia and the colony svjas pot luHy popularised with all classes until the 
railway was construe ted as far as Lyalipur in 1896. 

Oppoiitiob MeanwhLIti the opposition offered by the B4r no made at one time 
hynDTnadi. rf-ached ati nonte phase. It ha^| been left to the Colonization Officer to 
dispose of their claim a, but probably it had not been realised to the 
fall how uunierons thoy wer^? or how troubtesome they would prove. 
They not only made perpetual attacks op the colonists who were for some 
time no match for them, hut at first ihf^y also declined to take land 
tbemaelves. Their criiipnal ardour was cooled by vigaroua repressive 
measures^ and Iheif diaiaoUnatiun 10 take land by the great patience and 
lact with which it wua inot. The belief that ihe canal had come bo stay 
began to force itself upon them, auil they found it at lost advisable to 
make for iheuiselves the best terms they coukh 

Thej' were ihen trt^ated with great liberalitj^ thoir grants being 
proportioned rather to their prolific qnalitiea than their actual present 
needs. 


The wisdom and foresight of this policy ha# bern amply juBtifled by 
the event. The old cattle breeding class of B4r nomads are the nkost 
largely self-cultivating clasa in the colony^ while of them are fair 

and some of them decidedly good cnltivatons. They have learnt a groab 
deal from their neighIwurd in matters of agrtcDlture and now compare moat 
favoumhly with ^atnlndirs from the Hvemin vinagnip 
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Tfioy nnw hold ati aggregate of ^53^752 aeres in paeant grants on ibo 
wlioto canal ^ axclufiivo of 79^033, which artj held by oamel girasdcTS on 
camfl^erYice toriu^»

Tbe Toba Tek Singh and Suinundti Tahails especially have dllod up 
very rapidly in the lost lliroa years and oaotoin a large number of villages 
whioh bavo doublod or trebled their population since the census. The 
average per square mile will, it is true, probably continue to becompBr' 
ativejyamaUer, in Toba Tat Singh and Jbiing owing too ceitain 
iDferiority of flOtl, but there is no reason for any groat permanent differ' 
once in the other tohsils. 

If the allotted area in the colony is takou tg be the enUivated area 
(and a larger proportioa of it is oukivuted annually than ia the cese with 
the cultivated area iti most districts), the incidaiice of the population was 
354 par square mile of ihe cnltivated area, tbo area allotted for cnltiration 
in lUUl being 2,232 aqouro miles.

The Camel Service grautoes hava been gi ven a sepaiate plan of their 
own, vide Appendix 14 [e)^ designed an the modrl of the old Jbeks, the 
object being to provide a largo open apace iusido a vumpletoEy walled 
enclosure for the safeguard uf ihe camels.

It has already been mentioned that in tbeeaga of the earlier capituliate 
and yeomen^ grantor's were allowed lo build their houses on their owu 
Ian da with tho result that in the mau^aa occupied by such grantoea there 
are nnmeroiis pnoy and ill-arrauged hamfeta which are not auperior in 
arrangement or design to the ordinary small village in tho Eastern 
Punjab, The Boiall steadings seldom exliihit any srgiia of cleanlinciss or 
ncatneas^ and are generally aurrouiided by duep and irregular borrow pits 
partial!}' filled with rofuHO, 

However idoal, therefore^ may be llio caneepticu that each grantee 
should live on bis ewu land, in practiro it is notsatisfactoryj and it combines 
disadvantages both for tho people and for the aduiinistration. A system of 
scattered homesteads places diffioulties in the way of all police and revenue 
work and deprives tho colonists of mflny of the amenities «f lifcobinSuable 
in largt^r coinmiiultie^- Tho small baiiikt ia raorO itable to thefts and 
depredation a, the Full complement of villnge mentnls being seldom avail able 
on the spot, and if well water is to be obtained for drinking purposes, the 
whole burden of expenditure falls licavlly ou one man. 

For thoio reasons the granteea themselves now ^uorjilly prefer joint 
villagoa. The only objection a to the latter ere ditRcuUies of dif^tanoo for 
labourers and onrriago of manure^ but Lheso can be oveicomo by allowing 
slcadiugs for cattle and moo on tbe grants themselves. 

Gonorally spoakiug tho village sites ocoapled by e^ipitnlist and jcomoii 
grunteoa are the least, cri^rlitable* nud the accommodation provided for 
ieuautei extremely bad, though tbore are of course cases ta which the 
buildings erected by individual grantees leave little to be dosired, 

Tho beat villages are tlioaeof tho peasaui oolouiats who come to alay 
and make themselves comfortablo j butthere arc con^idorable dilforcncos in 
expenditure and atjlo of architecture.

Fortunately, in the great majorkj of insLanceSj the water haa been 
found of excellent quality.

On the Jhaug nud Gugsra Branches the supply has proved quite 
flatisfactory down to an imoginary line drawn through Jlmng-Janiwdla 
and Sandianwala. West of that there are complaints tbut the water is 
saline to the taste | end wells require to be dashed with caual water to 
render their contents drinkable. There is no donbt^ however^ that with 
the ri&a of the spring level the qnnlitj ef thy water even in this tract is 
rapidly improving.

— Eo are ejcpensire neoeBsitiea, for conlractorfl haTO not been elow to realize 
that what is everybody's lie sraess is nobody's concern. Tillasfe tieadinen 
responwhle for tba assignment of contracts at their own and tbs other 
irrantoes' iomt aspcnse are seldom energetic enongh to puraao 
defaulters in the Courts. To tHs absence of direct responsibdity is 
mainly sBcribable the impunity with wbicH the ooadittous of contraota 
are infringed and the Gicesaive delay and cost incurred in the construc¬ 
tion of wells. 



Contracts mado are o£ three kinds—* 

1. The atipnlatton is included that the contractor shall provide all 

material and do all work bimselF. 

2. The contractor is provided with the fuel necessary to fire the 

kiln. 

3. The contractor ia furnished with the bricks from kilns fired by 

the villager a themselves. 

The provision of £nel which may he either brushwood from squares, 
or manure, straw, &d., from the village middens moans a difiference of 
Bs, 200 or SQ in contract rates.

In all case<; chol‘*t-n has bfen imnoT'ed into the colony from 
elsewlicre. With the preaoiit. water snpply system there should bo no 
great difllculty with cholera at Lyalipnr itfolf in fntnre. 

Famine is of CCnrse unknown in the colony, where the agricultural Fimio*. 
popnlntion only benefits hy the prevailing high prices, Dnnng the Famine 
of 1899 there was a considerable influx of fatiiine-stricken mpulation 
fromtho south-east Punjab, the temporary immigrants readily finding work. 

Some of these have stayed permanently, Iu 1809 the Chen^b colonists 
subscrihod about Ks. 40,000 towards the Prorincial Famine Fund.

of lunch importance to any oue acquainted with the Colouy.

Ketired peDsioners are not usually popular with tLe ordlaiuy j^nnndur 
aud wore iilwaja outvoted when it cuioe lo lamlarddri flectiouB. Acford- 
ingly On the Jtiaujt and tiugoru Braoclies peusiouers Iitii'o usually been givtn 
separate villages to ihi-iu&elvesv being grouped together with due rufereiiea 
to regtiueuto as wdJ as tribe, religiou aud Uistrict. Thus lliero «re some 
particularly iiumogeneoiiK ponaioner villagta, and iu tome catea the regi- 
iDeutal epouyuious hero bus given Lis name to the estate. For inetance 
there are villages named Fauepur <ll?(h Lancers, Face’s HoraeJ, Katlrav- 
abad (dSdi ilatlray’s SikhsJ, I’rohyii.ibaJ (lliJi Friiice of Walts’ Own 
Lane ers)| 11 odsoo a bad tUtb Jiodsuii’s Horte), and Xot ittasyer (Mlh Hkhs). 

In this counection it may interest some to know that Oaptaiu Popham 
Voung, when Colaaisation Odiuer, guvo pcasaDt grants to all the nest hoirs 
of ilie men of the^bth Siklis who fell at Sarugarm. 

I’hc villHgea of iiomads nud camel service grantees oKi generally 
hotiiogeoouiis though cu ihaFhuwdna Branch there urau number of villages 
in which notuada and lliiharia hold lutid together, this result IxiJog due lo 
the Vast aiuoanl of picking and uhoceiiig iu which tho local irifaes uL one 
time Were allowed to indulge owing to the supposed iufurlerily of the 
soil. Jdithdri vilJsiges are uanied like those gE peaeauL cgloaists 
nomad estates being usually called after the lahna, and those ol canicl 
service grantees after tbeyAo^. 

ft K83 very aooa discovered that the yeomen gran tec would not make 
a lettable beodntait in a peoMDt village^ and yeoiaen therefore have been 
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usually gfouped with capitalists in niskinef ttllotiuentB. This gawping 
has coDsidumbls advantAges fr^'in sn ndminietrfttiTe poittt of Yiow, ^ 
tlie terms under wticli ttioh gi-jintees told their land are laentical m 
many ees^ntiala though differiog conaidopibly from thM0 ***. 
grautees, while as capitalistfl and yeoinen oeually giYO “oat' 
it is convenionfe that they should not bo too scattorod. Their colleotion 
is also an advantage for the reasoo that they are not entitled to ^aamg 
area. Aceordiogly in allotting land to yoomon and capitalists, the ^tinc- 
tion of reliffion is the only one which has bean genorally ohscrYO , ani 
eron this might well have been negloctod in vi&w of the fact that t e 
inhabitants of such villages are generally Muhsoimndana or men o o 
ChuUra caste. In aoeh villages each granloo usually desired that U shonict 
bo namod after himself, which was gOBeralty unfeasible, and if so, tna 
DSnal Compromise was a nsme of purely religion b significance or oi some 
well known town, Thaa most of the Funinb towns and even London and 
Bombay are now represented. 

Any attempt to discuss the origin, history, position, and oofltoma of 
the grantee tribes is hevond the scope of this opusculutn m which snoli^tlera 
are taken as read- If .’therefore, fail information is reqairad on the subject ot 
tho Jat of Amritsar or the Gfijar of Gurdiilspur it should be sought m tho 
gii^ottflorg of tbofijQ DiGtHct^j to-^vSticli such dctaits properly belc^g. ^ nero 
tb& t;riboa only ho treated with references to tlioir qu^incatioua na 
ooloniflte, and it hoped that such brevity will even bo deemed lautlablo-^ 

Hindu data (79,6o7j hold no less lhan 443,565 acres in the Colanyia 

iheir various capacities as pcaafliiiB, 
capitalists, yeomen, or auction por^ 
ehaserfi. The majority of thorn (00,5i8} 
lire Sikhs. Althoogh they are not 
usoellv such careful cnltiYatora as 
Kamboha or Arilins, they possess more 
gonemi inlelligPucB and energy and may 
on the whole bo said tube the niosl; use¬ 
ful class of peasants which Iiavo come to the Colony. Those from Amritsar 
are the beat and perhaps the LudliiAna men are the worst, the cost and 
west tides of iha NasrAna Giatri huts ry affording a some what striking concrete 
example, as the former is occupied nlmoat exclusively by peasants from Liid- 
hidns, thfl latter by Amritsar grantees. As capitalists and yeomen, Hindu 
Jats hold more land than any other of tho rognlor agriculturist cJasses. 

Muhamnmdau Jats numbered 150,602, but, though it is impossible to 

say exactly how many, a largo number 
of these bidongto locil tribes which ^ 
dealt with eeparately. The foreign 
element hold 234,432 acrei, mainly es 
peasant coloniata, _ They are fair

~ remarkable lor intelligence or capacity. 
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oftre^j as Ardina aro good arborienlturiats. TheyprofiJa a consiSofablo 
outnber of tcoatits, aa any granteu is aWaye glad to gat tUam. iq that capacity 
Hiada Kambohs (12,233) who hold altogether 51,133 acres ara mainly 
Acrt*. Sill'S (10,3-13) aad the great majority 
nf tliem are peaeante from the Amritsar 
District, the remainder coming cliietljr 
from Jnllandnr. As cultiTntors there 
is no one to uqual ihem, either in 
skill or energy I and they are, like the 
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Aril US, good at arbuHcdtara: but io goueml capacity they are tiet tho 
equal of the Uitida Jat, wbo looka doivq on thetu. No Kamboh has come 
very mnth to the front, tbougli thaif Imva been gifeo opportunities as 
candidate zailddrs despite the paucity of their DUtuberB. But as agn- 
cultorista pure and simple they are a class from whicb mors peasant eettlura 
would hftTO been welcome. 

MuliaoiEiadan Katnbohs (S,003} have been eontribiited in amal! nninberA 
AcPEi. % congested Distrirle, 

They only hold 4,53S acres, chiefly as 
pcaaanEs, and most of tboin are turianrs 
of other grnnteea^ Tbe^ are good culti- 
vatordi with cbaractoripties similar to 
those of the Hindu membeFft oE their 
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tribe, but hardly pass ess the sauio energy. 

Sainis (2,500) sra a Hinda tribe contributed by Hoshiarpar, Jnllnndnr 
A's'mi Ambdla, They bo!d 14,175 acrei 
in tho Colony and eorrespond to the 
A rdf ns amongst Muliainmadansi being 
good enltivators, but Jacking enterprise. 
As grantees they are mostly peasants 
though a few of them hold yeoman gratits. 

Gujars (5,590) are all MuhamraaiUns, They bold altogether 20,3M 

acre^Bj chiefly ns pua^^^^n!s fri>m the 
Guril^*piir District, though seme also 
liail from DoahiArper, Gojrat, uinl Jnllutt* 
dur. Tliey are not good cul U’ators 
and possess Httlo energy or enterprise, 
whila they have an unenviablo notoriety 
for persistent abBonteeiam. The general 
tendenoy, however, ta for the poorer oeltirators to le^ fpom the better 
claaaes with which they are thrown into contaofc, ard-the Gujars will prob¬ 
ably improve coesidembly, 

RAlput Muhammadans nliraIxired 40,129 but here again a Urge pro¬ 
portion of these are nnmadu or men 
from the riverain Tilhigesof tho Bavi and 
Chm&b, The forrign element 1 1 olds 
35,303 acres. Peasants from AmbAla 
hold 10,333 Bcrce, They are indolent 
and poor oultiTntors, though, as they 
rival the Gujars io 'he matter of 
absenteeiam, they afford hut unull 
oppoftEintty for obBorVRtiOn. Ine r^- 
niaiDing peasants are mainly military pensiemera who oomo from immeroos 
distriotn, Hoahiarpur, Gurdispur and Rawalpindi providing the Largest 
nnmber.. Tlio yeomen are drawn from all over the Punjab, 
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Local tribes. 


Aft^r the iTOBiigrRDt peasant coloTiistA tlio B&p nomaiJB are the most CH^I,C. 
importaat class in tho Cjlony. They hold do hsa thaa 253,752 actea p<,p,,ution. 
cn ortimary peasant terras. In one respect they are the moifc Uiroemsds. 
satisfactory granteea in the Coloay, becadse being ortginally landless 
inhabifsnts of the B4r they bave no temptation to reside elsewhere- 
Consequently they ate more largely saU-cultiTating than ai^ other claw and 
have ^atly improrod their methods of agricultnro. They have learnt 
a great deal from thoir new neighbonrs and it is not tdO mooh to hopo 
that ItL another genenttioii they will be equal to all but the beat classes 
of peasant colon iatB* 

The HitMrSs who hold 135,578 acra* as peasant grantees are men TheBJttiArU 

who haTe r^eived coippeiiBatory grauta 
frOTO tbo Jhapgy Montgomery and 
Miilti^n Diafcricts* They belong to the 
same tribes and descent wa the B4 t- 
nemadsp thaui^b some tribes Hre more 

_ and others; leas indmiitely connected 

with the Sandal Bar. But tho Bitll^lTi has not yet leiirut to moke the 
Colony his home. He cultivates n1 most entirely through tenants and only 
crosses mlo the Colony to take his share of the crops or to shw that he 
is present when an oflicer visits the viUr.ge in which he hol^ hw grant. 
Consequently, villages helongiog to EitliL'iri grantees ate almost always 
badly coHivatod, and as a class the HithArb are the most unsaliefactory 
in tho Colony. 

It is not possible to disenss nomads and Hithirfs separately when it 
comosto D question of tribrn as the same tribes are almost always represeut- 
od in both.classes, though in some oases nomads prepoaderate, m others 
Hithliris, The names of tho minor castes amongst nomads are inunito, being 
derived as a rule from a comuiori niica^tor of comparatively recent datc- 
Moat of them do not appear at all in tho census records, such small com* 
mnnitiea beiug in reality only minor hranohes of the mam tribes. All are 
Mohaioaiadans and the majority are ri*lly Juts, though Mme of tho greater 
tribes are apparently of rm.l RAjpiit origiii. But this dis^nction was 
always of very slight practical importftuco m the ^r. They called 
themselves Si&h, Kharrals or Harrals, as the caeo might be, not date or 
KiiiputSj terms which bad liltio roeanmg, while the clan waa all important. 

This question will bo found fully disouasod in the Jhang aod Montgomery 
Gastettcors. Now, the uomada aro g^'iierically known as JangliB, a name 
which carries no reproach, because if the claim to it is aubstou^ated it 
entitles the owner to a grant of land. But men from other Biatncto 
inuke no paltry distinctions between nomads and. Hithflna, calling them 
all bv (he same name. Tho broad toohaical diaiinction consists of the 
fact that BitbSria ownoil land and were selected as colonmte by the 
Deputy Commissioner, whilo tho nomads resided iB 
nsually own land and wore sel.'ctod by the Cobni^tion Office^ Accordingly 
in the^following brief di^scriptioua of the principal tribes the two classes 
aro lumped together. . «

Tahsil of the Jhang Difllrict where they are a holy tribe wi J holy t«bal 
cbaracterisHca. Most of tbeir Uod in tlio Colony is on the Bbowdnn 
BmocH where th^y are tmimportaDt* 

The Xauls (-1^8) and the Laks (GOfl) nro small tribes which wore 
origins! y ooeted frim the Ohonltb by the SiMs. They

pmtanoe thongh they were formerly notorioua cattlo thieves. 

Chaddrara (S,67S) were classed ae Jsts, but oab Uiemsslvos ^lar 
flAiputs, descended from Kiii Tds.

ThAmra TheV have obtained a large area as nomads, some on the Kakh

energetic and intelligent, and of all the notnad tribes, the Khamls aro the 
mos?BStiBfactory, tbengb in a few villages they provide * 
nt Vinfl charactem It cannot howsverne erpeoted that they shoo Id all 
hocome imSS; eain?a. They were iormerfy largely addicted to emale 
infanticide but this tondeocy baa been eliminated in recent years, and 
the number of Kbarral females in the Colony i« now almoet eq^ to t at 
of the men. Kharrals practise ftorswo. They give wivos fa Khichis and 
AwAus only, but fake them from Othwal., Harmls, Chaddrars^ and 
KSes. Kharrals ate naually above the average height and good look in g, 
with marked features. They are at least the eqnalB of the SuSls lu st^nt jj 
Tod activity, but the SiAla give them no opportunity of measunng stroaglb 
at two ends of a rope. 
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The Pirokfl ftml JSlabko Kharrala have all claased tlicrosclvea nj CH^I^ C 
Kharrals, but they are not Kharmla proper. They are often called joptUntion* 
Chuhrfire KherraUO q account of their auppoeed Lhnlira deHceut. me dhehrtre 
story ROM that the fatuous Oliahra dacoit Sdtidal, who gave his iinme to Kharrml., 
tho BAr, refused to allow the Kharrats to graze unU^ they provided him 
with a wife. This the KharraU at IfiaL cooacated to do. feAndal with his 
followers on going to take the bride was received ftrMt ceremcny 

aad entertained to a prodigloua fo^iat on ground which had bsen covered 
with grass to inako thooo cooifcrtable. But the Kharrals had obtained 
tt l&rgo a apply of gun-poiffder ffoiii Lahorpj ad J wLeti the Cliuur&s 
to light their hooiahs after the repast, tbo hot ombera set fire to the 
trains laid beneath the grass, add ^inda] and his crow were lifted in o 
eternity. The Kbarrals theo took the spoils of victory m the shape of 
tb« Chubrft women, whose desc^ndantB the Chuht^ro Kh^rals are said to 
be, and their appearance certainly gives colour to tho trnditioo. 

Vattfis (2,466) cUiai to bo Hijputs descended fi otn RAjA SalvAhan VsiiAn. 

of SiAlkot. They occupy tho tract alionb Gugera on the RAvi and have 
obtained land both as nomads and EitMiis on the BnrAla Branob. J hoy 
still keep large herds of cattle with which they damage tho crops of Otbof 
people. There ia now no prominent Vatlfi in the Colony. 

The Jotyas (816) claim to bo Rajputs and wore enumerated as such. TtwJoiyaa 
They belong to tho least important of tha great BA?i Iriboa and wore con¬ 
sidered inforior to the rest in bravery and skill in cattle thteviug. they 
hold land both as HithAris and nomads. 


ThoKhichis f 1,983) are another RAvi tribe. Most of tbom •'etnrned 
themaclvec as RAjpAts, but a small minority also as Jals. In tho Bar 
they wore dependents of the Kbarrals although superior to them in wste 
taking wives from Kharrab but not giving them their own datightera. 
They W'ero not countod as belonging to the great BAvi tnboa. 

The WAirhaa (612) are a small tribe whoso recant history has already 
been given. '’ They wore the kadieg JAnglis in the northern end of tho 
UAr, and Malla, the chief of their clan is the zaiLidr of Karkan. 

The Wasirs (1,112) were really the dependents of tha yVAgban, though 
enperior to them in origin, and now they occupy a nf ^ber of villages 
jointly with tho TiVAghaa, There is no Wasir of note in the Colony. 

Tho Biloches, who belong to ail tho Bve great Biloch tribes of Rfod, 
U6t, Knrai, Llshari and Jatoi nomborcd 17,433, bat tho Jatoi tnbo is 
much the most numorons in tho Colony. Biloches 

into dio BAr early in the fiftron ill century, Tbo Rind tnbo occupi^ the 
country between Jhang and Shorkot when they wore ovorthrown by tho 
growing power of tho Sials. Their only present reprerentatives are the 
men belonging to Jhok GAdhi in the Toba Tek Smgh Tahsil. 

There were very few real Biloches io the contral BAr, the so called 
Biloches of Marb Bilochan being really data. All 
tho areas now commandod by the Rakh and Jhang Branches received 
irrauts liko other nomads. Tho great maionty of thorn resided Ott the 
HAvi side of the BAr, and it was Major Popl^ 
they should be ntdised for transport. Accordingly all the Biloch jlwto 
found on tho Gugera Branch area have been givon land on Camel 
Service tornw under which they now hold 79,633 acres, 
or famharddrs holding an additional area of 5,3*4 acres. Of tho 83 
jhoku which have received land on Camel bervico terms, 14 are not 
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Btlooli at all, but JaL Tlia^g however are u^aallj tho smaU^^st^ tbs' 
jhck^ being all Biloab. 01 one is RmiSj fonr Knrii ami all the 
rest Jatoi. The Jat Jhoka ha^e acquired the uama of Biloeh s iloly from 
their calling ae caiiiel-li^rd£>. TIio Bilochosj Iiave rorgoEten all the u]d 
Biloch caatotns* Thoy are extremely hardy, but also la^yand tiirbiiEent 
The great R^ivi triboe despise tliam while envying their pruseat pros¬ 
perity. Their womoa have Dor a good reputation. Bat few of them 
are yet self-cnltivatiag, thopgh thia will come In time. Baliddur, the old 
headman of Jhofc Junda, and hi^ too SadalU, aro the inoBt intdligent of 
a thick-headed lot. 

Christians in their capacity as peasant grantees are fully dealt with in 
Chapter I, C-, but they also hold laud as Elaropeau 
cluiatiMH reward grantees aud cm capital[st term=i (2,721 

acres) and a? a alive yeomen (592 aofes], while the 
Roman Catholic Mission pnrchased 087 acres at tho first auctioii. The 
European grautoes are Miss Warbnrton, Mr, E* Parker, Mr. 

Alexander Broad way, and Dr. E. NiohoIL 

Ma^babis (371) are men of Chubra descent who have adopted the 
Sikh religion. Those in tho Colony are penrioners 
23rd, 32ad^ and 34th Piemeera holding 
11.. la Mpzas 11, 12and 13, Rakh Branch, on 

epcciat Ma^habi terms which differ but little from thoee of ordinary 
peasant grantaea Tbe greater part o£ Manzn 28, Jhang Bianoh, ie 
a] BO held by Mazhabi peustonaru from other ragimeots. Mazhabi^ do 
not make good colonists a^ they are lazy and somewhat quarrelsome. 
Their villages am dirty and grantees aoou relapso from their military 
Emartue^s* 

Most of the minor tribes whose name give^ no direct cine to tt|cir 
occupation arc engaged in agricu.ltnm. There are some Aw An, Dogra, 
Malldh, Chakkbar, and Kbokhar grantees, while tbe Qizil-bfish^e bold 
two villages, and peusionarB ba^a got land os Sheikhs, Mogbals, 
Kashmiris, Lobanas, etc., atc- Of the purely teoant elassef perhaps tho 
Molitams (6,487) are tbe most importaut. Many gf them ara Bikbs and 
followers oi Bedi Sir BAba Knem Singb. They come from tbe 
Montgomery District and oaltivnta principally in Biloob Mauzas^ 

Of tbe trading classes tbe ArorAs (24,219) am tho most nuoieroue 
and provide the great majority of the village shopkeapera. Tlio majority 
of them are drawn from Jhang and Montgomery, They aro known as 
Kirfire. A few KirArs who were iand*owuars in the Jhang District 
have been given grants as peasants from the BitbAr, sud soma of tho 
yeomon aud capitalist grantees also belong to this clasts. 

Other trading tribes are the Khattrie (7,020), BanLAs (7681, Khojaa 
(1,3161‘j Biabnois, KalAls and MaMjans. Seme Khattrfs bold land os 
capitaJisti, but few of them can have beau enumerated at the Census. 
Most of those in the Colony are shopkeopersp olScials or agents of 
absentee grantees. Tho Khojas coma from Chiniot and are Muhammadan 
ot Hindu origin. They are mostly traders and noled forthair bosinesa 
aptitude and Tupaeity, 

The menial and Labouring tribes are diseased in Chapter 11 B.

Liidbidna, Ferozepiir, Laho^'e and Jollutiilnr* The Sikhs are alniof^t all 
eiiher eobei-ts or ibeir near rein live®, and^ nllbnugh n large ‘number of 
I hem did not rt-tiirn their spcIe; at the rensun, the great majotify are 
Guru Govind Singli Sikba, I'ho Sikh pensioners of tlie native army 
form BU ardent body of pioeelytiseTe^ and a eotisdderabje num^r of 
Hindu Jats hiirn tiketi the fahnl sinee their ^irrivai in the Colony 
where there la no reason to suppoBo lhat IbC influence t>f the Sikh 
religion is in any w/iy on tba wane. 

All the principal CbriBlioii mk^jous are reproBeuled in the J^louv* . 

At the Bret auction of knd on ihe Bskh Branch the Uoman Cathoho 
Mission bought 64& acres in MouEa B{o, 3 (Marydbdd) and the land is chri»tma 
farmed by their own Christian tenants. In the Church mijuiana 

Mi!>^ioparj Society spplied for and ebtainod tho grant of a whole Mauza 
(No. 424, Jbang Branch, ISoutsomerywdlS. uamod after Lieuteuaut- 
Colonel J. A. L. Montgomery, U. S. L, then Settlement CommisaiODer) 
for diBtribntiou to Chri^tiaa conTPrUi, who hold tho laad on pflasant 
terms, it beiog made a condition that the grantees should have been 
proviouflly employed in agricuhuiiil porsidta. The same SlissK^ 
subseDtiently obtained a second small Mauaa {No. -1^1^ Gagera Braoch, 
BatomanabSd, called after the Revd. Roland Bide man, the well known 
missionaiy). The pHucipie of such grants having once been established, 

Maussa 371, Gugera Branch, wus nibdted to Christians seleoled by the 
American and Scotch Presbyterian Missions, andManzaSl, Gngera 
Branch, 10 the Eotaan Catholic Mission. 

The allotment of land, not to lb a JJiseion but to the converts, 
was iu con fortuity with Iho sjstoin prevailing all over the Colony from 
which it was thought betier not to devinio. It has^ howeveri ita 

disadvaDtagos in the eyes of the Missions, because the grantees at onno 

becoma independent and are not liable to ejenfemant for grave moral 
delinqnendes or even for snbseqtiepE apoitacy. The miaslonanes bare 
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lUerejfors littlo temporol Iiold <yv^r tli^in and can be Httte 

doubt fctiat It not hitogotlier good for corJVO»ta drawn usually from 
tho lowest classes oF sdcsojy to ba promoted to sudden aSlusncB^ 
Perhaps, howevetj enough has been done to assist the temporal power of 
the iniseioDs by tanking tbem of their ilatifias whore they 

d^ired to hold tlus positieu. 

The system adopted by each MsEsion with regard to its village or 
villages is not identical. The Koaisn Catholics coo duo themsBlTes 


largely to the oharge of their settlenieQtsj and do Jittio peregrmaticui. 
Tho Church HiBsiouary Socialy’s staff consists of one European and 
two native cletgymBni two catechists nnd a few viha^e readorfli Ouo 
of the native clergymen b posted at Montgomsrywiildj where ho b 
aupportod hy the coofifegatlenx Itontgomerywili contains a fine Church 
capable oE holding SOO peopb, who are seated iu native style on the ground ; 
sehoolfl for both boj'a and girlsj the latter having 8G pupilS| and a 
dispensary. It b also intended to statiQii 4wo lady missionaries in the 
villagOi At EatecuaDiihdd tlieie is a boys* sohcol and fm^ds are being 
raised for a Church. The Europeati clergyman, who^e hcad-quarterH are 
at Toba Tek Singh^ spends most of his time in marchiog over tba 
Colony, vigiiiTig and cunverLing* Apart from tho 1,327 converts in the 
two Church of England hlnuzas, tliaro are 2,416 scattered over 

132 villages and! in eis of these there nrs Mission Schools teaching up to 
the prim ary stivndard. 


The Clmrt-U Missionary Society does not include the whole of the 
Colony within the Sphere of its labowra, but ns the result of a concordat 
With ihe Amerjcan Missieu, has loft the latter in andiaturbed posse'^aioii 
oE the tract to the north of a line drawn from Jhang through Abbrigpur 
to the Ruvi^ Tho American Mlasion hus hcad-quarlei's both at Lysllpnr 
and Khangdh DogrAn, with fi mairiod fi>inisand two otliOr American 
lady missionaries at each place. Klidogah Dogrdii itself ia just outside 
ihn Ciilony but a large portion of the ntisi'ionarjea* work lies within 
iL The ReviL TV E. Holiday e^timateH Lii Christian commnuitj at 
about 2,200, incliulirg (he I^esbyteriau villagp, a- ngainat 009 iu 1393. 
Ite has about lOU tfoys in bis schools but the ntteudaiice has not iocreiiiaeil 
for tho last kn years, a fact-which ho attributes to tho scarcity ol 
labour in tlio Lulouy* Jn tha Chiii^ttau village the grantees have 
suppot t d a native pastor for two years and are now building a 
substantial brick Cburclu In Lyallpur the llovd. 0. Crowe has a 
Churchf a girls*^ school and a reading room ; in Silngla a boys* school, 
with four po^ipa^ettc evangelists. His whole Jlock numborfl about 
2,000. Tire Ceusns of 1901 show'ed ft population of 8,610 Christiana; an 
aversga of HO for every 10,000 of tho total population, a percontago 
only equalled by Gurdiapur among the Purijub Districta.

The droRR of the ordinary immigrant in the same as that which he 
wore in hia homo distrio^- whioliCTor it wag* The only remarkable ohsuge 
that has tnken place it the udoption of troiiPorB by Julluodur Ardin 
women OB state occasions in addition to their traditioBnl petticoats. 
They hud tbal petticoats alone are not cosdpoiveto thoir social dig city i 

The dress of the male J4ngli consieis of a clolb tied round his 
loins and reaching like a petticoat half-way below the knee; and a 
second cloth called cAcddnr thrown oTCr Iii$ shoialder?.. Another pircc 
of ihio cloth was twisted roiitid bis bead leaving tbo top bnrei and 

this with u pair of shoes completed his ordinnrj attire. Fertile cold 
weather he added a blanket (framaO* White clotbca were common^ but 
many nomads nffected majhla^ and turbans of dark cloth witli a check 
pattern, or with atnpes of red and yellow mnpmg through it with a rad 
or yellow border. TIies w^omeu wore a myhli^ like the men* though 
longer and tighter* especially round the Mys. Their other garments 
were a bodico, cAo/t* a?ually red. which tightly covered the brcaat, aod a 
fhaddar worn over tho heath The ^haddar Wasoithor white or of some 
Bombro colour. The nftn wore their hair in long locks which aggravated 
the wildness of their appeamneo. The women generally plaited their 
hair ap to marriage, hut afticrwarda Ijotmd it loo^ in a knot on the top of 
the hend^ The men now wear the same style of clothes, though of ten of 
B more rxpanf^fve dcscriptECn. The dress of the worarn ia being 
assimilated to that of women elsewhere, but t!io JdngU Indies have not jot 
taken to trousers or petticoats. 

Ornaments were neither ntimeroiis nor costly. Tho headmen of a 
rahnn usaally possessed n signet ring* anil a few of the men had br&celata 
or earrings. Tho women's omameuts differed in quality according to the 
weidLh of their htisb^ndB. The full comploment of possiblo ornaments is 
given on page 89 of the Mnltln Gazettcor, but the women of the BAr 
soldom posaossctl all or even many of tbem^ IT a married women* however, 
a I way g ivcar a particular type of earring* named hunda, which they 
exchange after marriaga for a different kind called jcdlidn, Jdugli 
women are uow of ccufse well able to satisfy tho feminine appetite. 

All the great JAngli tribes had their own large nemetcries (^wtsiin) 
in the BAr, and nlwajs buried their dead in them* however great the 
distance over which it was neccsBarj to carry the corpse. The best kpown 
of these were at ShAhkot^ Pakka MAri* atid Madrassa (Manza 37B, Gugem 
Eraboli)^ The Pakka Mari cemetery of the Kharmls has been abandoned 
owing to its situation in the civil station of Lyallpur. In such cemeteries 
menials and dependents were buriBil as well as their moatera.

In each Colony village imaU areas oat of thB^r^zmp area are set 
aside for ceineterieg and bntniiig ghdta (man'dn). Theaize 

of the former ia nsnallj a whole, aad ol the latter a halfj killisi. 

There are no shriaes of any note in the Colony except jserhapa 
Shdhkotj where the annual religioas fair in not so popular aa it was. 
The real general holidays of the country aide are the times of the annual 
cattle fair (in March) and the horse feir [in October] when the people 
pour into LjaUpnr in immeDso crowds, largely to watch the aperts and 
the eatortaininents provided hy wandering perfomera. The greatest 
intereat is perhaps centred in the tug-of-war competition, for which the best 
teams go into regular iraiuitig^ At the last cattle fair great excitemeut 
was canfed by a challengicg team from Ararltaarp which the Lyallpnr 
champions defeated. Income of the Sikh Tillages even the chUdren have 
be;^n to practiaa. Other coznpstilions arelizna-cntting^ tilting at the ring, 
and tent-pegging, at which last many of the Jang]la, who practise ra their 
own riltagea^ are real experts. A JnmpiDg coinpetitiDn, which ahooJd 
improTo the general horsemanahipp has also beoa started, while at the horse 
fair there are regular horEo and camel races, Th^re are large uumberj of 
fiazigars (conjurors] and Nats (acrobata) in the Colony who go ihe round of 
the Tillages with their porfornianocs. Jdnglis indulge a good deal in rude 
dancing ofii monotonona doscription which it is not entertaiaiog to watch. 

Amongst Jdnglia the name of a child ia given from ten to fifteen days 
after its birth, Tbe fatber and mother couault one atu^thcr, but the father 
has the final word m the ^te of a female and the mother in the ease of a 
male child. The mti/hzh is not consultedp though the opinion of relativoB 
is ofteo asked. The cMdren of members of local tribe are usually Cillf’d 
after one of their anceatora. Where there is more than cce son tho names 
of brothers osuallj rhyme, Sabir, ShamJr; Al^wuh Shahfibo!, &ajdwul, 
Bih^wrdi Muhshbat, NijAbat, SaMbat, Bhabdtdat; Julia, ^alEa; JaMnn^ 
Hah&na; the reason being that such oamea were easy to romember by a 
people possessing no written records. The addrtioii of a diminutive sigoifiss 
anuoyanoe or oonLempt on the part of the speaker, thus ShehhbuUor 
** AMwuli ** is used diBreBpectfullj. Boms J^oglis posiess names which show 
their undoubted Hindu origin^ Jagdso. 

There are no nicknames amongst Jduglis, althongh complimentary 
names, such as Shor and Bahddur, are common enoughs

The classification as such invites the oriticisai that it is over^elaborate \ 
aud oxperienca has proved that for practical purposes the OriticiBm ia 
jastifiabie. Ill actual survey it is a work of supererogation to differ an tiatu 
soils defiredp or rather describeilj as mmVwhich Boon as it is oultivafed^ 
io ipso must be placed in one of the other categtitios. RgM ia a stiffish 
loam of close texture which possesaes very durable qualitieSj and if well 
worked npj retaina moisture and produces splendid crops. It is only found 
in, and ou tho niargiu ofj depressions (chappari). The presence of its 
excellent qualities is to be ascribed to the constant surface drainage towards 
the hollow from the higher laud iu the vicinage. 


When laud has been under eultivation some linis ithecomea exceedingly 
difficult to differentiate from t?iai>a owitig to the depsit of sandy sitt 
left by tho Checdb water ou the laud. To the eye of the casual obaervar 
they become practically indistinguishable. Tho ^aminddr^ however, is 
never deceived and the persistent vinuos of this soil arc fully understood.

It 16 a aoil of somevrhat; light cotopoBittoaj having a parcaptibb admixture 
of sand. It is free from any oxcaes of clay which under exceeaira mobtnro 
would tend to coagalation. It eaeily abeorba irrigation : the tnoistura being 
carried down to the subsoil %vithoiit retardation. Muita does not require 
excoBsive tillage; whilst consideritig^ the heavy strain that has been put upon 
it Jt has ehowu extraordinary Fertility. The sandy silt deposit left by the 
Chen^b water ia not of a veiy fertllisiog nature : but despite heavy cropping 
and abience of manure the doUMioration of the soil haa been comparatively 
alow, 

Itia true that cotton and angar-cane^indoed the Kharf f cropa in general-^ 
have displayed a steady dimiontlou of outturnj but on the ntooi* hand the 
yield of the Habi oropa has probably increased. Wheat indicates no falling 
offp while only mthm the last few vesta has the suceosafiJ coUivation of 
gram aod ^oAar been possible owing to the gradual cooling of the soil. 

Kalhrithi is a soil containing a distinct taint of alkaline line salt. 
From a ecieutific an I practical pint of view its defect in that it contains 
tbia ajilt in excels* It ia a stiff soil of clo$e teiture through which water 
percolates with difficulty. After wutar has been turned oo to i^fliVa it per* 
meatea through to the subsoil at once : on knd the water lies ou 

the surface and the process of percolation is Vtiry slow. It is this peculiarity 
that renders the soil a congenial one for the growing of rice. The uncultur- 
able aW is usually differentiated from soil by its oxcesa of the 

objsctiouable salt which is such as to render ail cultivation impossible. 
Local ly^ howovorp kalh.rAthit thor and rori am Dfte<!i distingukhod as (u) 
ftalfar; (h) tunjcala and kdla fealJor and [c) T^ranwdld t.e.j 

(u) sweet kaltur^ (b) katlar which contains SO much ftoiiar that the efflorea* 
ccucs obtrodes oa the aurfflcoj (c) taHur (often of a blaokLah colour) mter- 
tniiei with nodules of ianftar. Ths two latter varieties are conaidored 
nncolturablej whereas kaliardihi or fniffca kiiWar will yield excellent crops 
of wheat or rice^ provided it gets unstinted irrigation, Ifp howevorj 
irrigation be defective the crops quickly feel the effects. Rabi crops are 
always more succossfol thsu thoae of the Kliarif on this soil. Thore was 
formerly a large patch of JtaEfarifAi soil between Sdngla and Shdhkotj but 
the salts have slnoo baeTi washed out by irrigation. There is also a largo 
block of ftatfard£\I land on the Buhlak distributi^ryj which is only uow com¬ 
ing uadcr cultivation. Elaewhero there is little soil seriously affected by 
alkaline salts except bo the son fch- west of Tuba Tok Siogb where such land 
is very common.

Thrir nun claim in lhat the 
lapse of anotbep gonemtion will develop them into oa good busbandmeu 
as the immigrant colonist. It in too early to bfl7.ard fl-ny conjecture 
on the issue s but it U at lewst not open to doubt that they have proved 
themselves very apt pupils^ though hampered by their reluctance to diapese 
of (heir c^xce^^^ stock of cuttle. 

'Ihe two types of plough in genoral use iti the Punjab commoTtly 
found are the or aiaot'halll^^'d plough favoured by colonists from 

Arnritsari Siaikot and GurdAspur (except the Uatula TahailJ^ and the 
hal or straight-handled |i*kngh employi^d by the down^ountry grantees. 

Two bullocks are the usual yoke, but it is common enough lo see a 
male buffalo yoked with a bullockt or a pair of buffaloes engngod in 
ploughing. The buffalo is often employed as a ch&up substitute by nomads 
who have no tradition of plough oieii^ But admittedly ho is a sorry mnke* 
shift, being deficient both id pluck and Btumiim. A yoke of^nkeys 
has been seen in ono capiLhlist vinage bclon^og to a grantee 
North Punjab! hut the satire of the couairysi^le proved too luuch for the 
expcriiiicnt^ Camels are ^^till to be found ploughing on the Lower Gugem 
Branch, driven by tenants Imin Bikanir; but tlicsoof oonrse arfi luatances 
only noteworthy from their rarity* One yoke is universally couaide^d to 
be able to plough half a square (nearly 14 acres) in one year* Thua a 
eelf-cellivating grantee in possession of otio ssquaro must possess ns aa 
indispausablc luinitoum two yokes and two ploughs. 

It can hardly be said that any dcfirifc syttein of rotalion of crops, Hetatioacf 
exteuding over n pericd of yeara, oxiat.ji. It i^ taken as axiomatic by t e vrapfl- 
colonist^ that each field should bo i.e-^ bear (at IflAitl one crop per 

annum. Of oonrse, it is notpo 3 =iihle that ^^very field Bliould b® under crop 
every successive year. Hut nny deficioury in one direction is made up y 
exceas in another. For oxaiii|ile^ if a field baa been undor sugar-cauo one 
year, it will probably be fallow the nest. But coinpeoaaiiou wiU be obUined 
clsowb&re. A field'under makki (uiaizo) will be succeeded in tho Rubi by 
find til ns two crops in one year will be reap^ from OaO ueM. 

In oiher worda, if water bo avadubloi every colonist aims at wnfutn 
ctnium ciiltivatidn of hi^ holding, OccoaiDtiallyp ilouble-c^pplng will 
result in this iivemige being oscoodod* Ad colonists who are seif-cultiva ing 
rocoguiKC the beneficial effects derived from periodical altetutions Of cropa. 

After every three or four years land, which luis been mwn euece^ively 
with Khurif crops* will bo devoted to Habi crops uud vice verm. Wniiat 
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th^n no regular cyclic syst™ of rotation ia reco^ised, the cnltivatcr ka^i 
™ adopted certain priocipTra of annual rotation whi^h arc deemed e.^&onttal 
if the maxluititn of profit is to he obtained. Those principles are not 
infreqacntly infringed by^ absentee j^eoinen and capitalist granteoe^ ignorant 
of the rudiments of Inisbandry but powerful enough to imposo their will 
on their tenants. Such obnornnil cases^ however, need not be considered 
in stating what these principles 111*0.

One cotton crop is never euceeeded by another cotton crop in the sarcie 
field. The roots of cotton penetrate deeply and the crop h a heavy drain 
onthesoiL It is not unusual for this reason for a colonist to limit an 
annual tenant in the Amount of cotton ho may grow. Cotton mav follow 
wheat and ioria, nod be succeeded by wheat or sngar-cane, provided in the 
latter chbo sAi/i has been sown along with the cotton^ the reonaon being 
that the nodates which form the roots of a Icgnmmouji phmt^ fix 

nitrogen with which the Soil is re-iavigoTated. Sugar-eano also follows 
maize orlilaizewill follow wheat, Chari may succeed wheat: but 
the converse does net hold. tJsiiarlly gmin or lAOjarare sown After chart.

Of oil crops rhan, which is nnmunured, most exhausts the land. 
rims thari hnrdi and coltcn^ which is also iinmsnuredj has been already 
mentioned. Sii^r*-cano and maiiae are exhausting crops : hut ihcir elfecits 
are neutralized by ihe heavy manuring the land receivea: whilst their 
roots when decomposing no doubt restore nitrogen to the eoil. Wheat 
and laria tuho less out of the soil thaTi ouy other of the stnpie crop?. 


For convenience of irrigation and economy of water the bigger graui- 
eea often divide tbcir lands into two chaha or portions^ one for the KimriE 
and the other for the Rubi. Kacli c/iaA ia devoted onsirely to its own 
harvest until the period for altomatiug arrive^l. Thus it b not unusual to 
come upon half-n-dozen to a dozen sqoare:S in the po^aeagion of a ainglo 
grantee ^hich aro one imbrohon expanse of wlieat. A eiir-ilar procedure 
is adopted by smaller men, the unit being in their case the Jti/a in lieu of 
the square. 


The rondition of the cultivator is so generally prosperous in the Colony 
that he has iiu difficulty in slaving seed from one harvest for the next. 
Ho seldom has recourse to tJio village aliop-keeper. Jt cfinnot be said that 
goientiBc selection of seed h nmeh obserrod. One or two enlighteued 
graii^eooipcriment in eelection and importation of variotios from other 
diatricts. Occasionally they will purchane small amouuts from succeBiful 
exparimentc at the Ly all pur Ex peri mental Farm. Hut ^reue rally the 
haste to become rich is such that the colonists rofuse to rirsrrvo even small 
areas for trial of new or iulocted set*ds. Possibly^ in thifl respect the 
greatest hopes uto to bo placed in the direction of CLitcup, owing- to the 
rapid deteriorution of tho common varieties grown in e Colony. Kamhohs 
aud Ar 4 jas as classes sro the most careful in their aelecUon i-f seed.

Cotton 
seeds ere Bioenrsd with cow-dung propsratory to sowing; and ion a seed 
is mixed in earth, Aa a rale In the case of the bigger grantees ihmr 
tetiants are boutid to provide the seed for the harvest, aliowanoes being 
made in other directious as a set-off. 

Well-to-do grantees who possess granaries or storo-houses p^nt loans 
of seed to their tenants free of interest, merely deducting thoir dnea 
whan the crop la harvested before tliG grain is divided into appropriate 
shares. Smaller gran fees, who employ tenants to help in cultivation, aharo 
with them the duty of providing aeed for eowing of tbo harvest. 

The wooden drag known aa the sohtSga is in universal use for crushing EolliPKaad 
clods after ploughing. The snrFacs of the field js smoothed thereby IsveUi^e- 
evaporation of moisture retarded. The soAdffa is invariably mado of 
wood.

If allowed to aeadj in the succeeding years it works proportionately f{reater 
havoc. Pt'in afeot Rabi crops only j it htts no ecououiical value. 

The deBlructiva effects of which atao nppeara among tho Rabi 

crops are precisely similar, and the ramody is tha same. Its spread is 
duo to idontical can sea. 

Afe, which mm naknewn to the juagle in pro-canal times, is now 
ubiquitous. It aourishes with equal vigour along the banks of distn- 
hutaries and water-oourses aud on the unlrrigated village grasiog ground, 
lU downy seed is wafted along the water chunneU or blown hy passing 
tjreeaea on to every field. The growth of tho plant is that of tho Uibh- 
oal inuatard seed. Its tap-root penotralea to a great depth snd rBiidara 
the wc<'d moat difficult to ertirpnte. A cojplo of years ago the peat 
threatened to assume very sorioua proportiora, and esecutjve instructioiiB 
wore issued to the colonists, and, more particulnrly, to the village headmen, 
to eradicate the afc wherever it appeared in the Eelds. 'I'ho nttoution of 
the lOtJimddr# was thus concentrated on the evil and n marked clearance 
of the plnntor the Colony was offeoted. Tho colonLsts rocogmio the 
advantagee of cutting down the weed as it appears j hut it is difficoit to 
indaco them to eipend flufficioot exertion to uproot it, witli the raaolt 
tba^i it sprodta agOsiii agfiin. A line of afe planta afoug tbe bank^ 

of a water-courao ifl liowever held by the cultivutors to have a protective 
value in preventing tho chanuol from being choked up with saad or 
Cfirtb dtirin^ daet stoirraa. 

Tim plant ia eat^n ouly by goata. Its leaves have—or are said to 

IjaTe_a medicinal value, boiug toasted aud applied as a curative of hoila 

aud abscessofl. Us milky aap ia siioilirly utilised. More recently its 
young sprouts have been eaten os a remedy for plague whenever 
thatdiseaBC has broken out. The impseasion is that they have au anti- 
toiio effect. 

Another ublquUons weed which has only appeared during the last 
few yeata ia called daryoi' (rivet-weed} from its origio. It appears to be 
a hill weed, flouriehes iu the Kharlf causlDg some trouble by choking up 
water-eoursesi bat it ia not sufficioatly vtgoraus to do icnoh damage to 
the heavy Khar if crops. 

Few crops are hoed; indeed, leaving aside vegetables whiah require 
carofal weeding, sugar-cadfl and luaixe are the only two crops for which 
hoeing is iudispensable. The more hoeing given to eano the better will 
be the results

The first hoeing is done with a spud (ramba) eight or ten days after 
Bowing and is known os annht podi (blind hoeing). At leeet three more 
hosiags should be given, thelsst fasing done with a spade. Sngai>canB must be 
hoed rapidly. The work is laborious and a dozen to aixteen hands will fiad 
difficulty in hoeing an acre in a day, IF there is any delay lha plants 
are apt to dry np. Maize is boed three times, as a rule; wheat not at all,

described. Each field has its ridge or water-conrsn d^-oisrcatiog it off 

from its neighbour, and fences are not generally found iiecessBTjr. Ihoy tMfr

This sucoeBafully wards off Streying cattle and 
camels? Formerly, the brushwood obtained from junglo olearance of 

squares brought under the plongh WH3 on occasions used as a fenre, bat 

with the grndnal and steady disappeareuco of stores of nrenfood, auen 
roqgli log^ tiT© now uTi^ilikble*. 

Neat to village sites elaborate mud walls, erected at considereble 
expense, are to ba lound ruoning the whole length of a square (1,100 Ij«) 
and attaining a b.Mght of three or four feet . These walls are constrnoled by 
wandering bands of PathSna in tho cold wcatlier, and as much as thirty 
mpecs par eido of a sqnare or more will be expended on their erectwn. 

Inside the walls an additional fence is made by planting rows of ftiJrar 
her or #Aifiiois trees to Stoop cut trampling intruders, especially where tlie 
enclosure is a gardaii. Whore ft water-course in tervonre between a ron4 
and tho boundary of cnliivutiQii, a row of closely pluntcd trees, or, more 
rarelyy mrkanda gras;?, atitficefl.

DifEpoiAlol Once the crop is harvested it is spscdity taken to the market or made 
graiiiHeie. over tothe villagu shop-keeper who may be a Small middleman or a branch 
connection with a largo Orm. Yorj little grain or produce is retained 
by the colonist beyond what is uoccasarj to supply home needs. Grain 
retained for consumption in the home is atorod in tlio 5haroJa—a cylindrfs> 
al hill made of uubaked clay; or In the gahi, a square shaped box-like 
reseptacle of the same material placed luside the dwelling-house. Large 
grantees have in aoma cases built themselves very fine grnnaries contain¬ 
ing capacious cellars wherein the various products of the harvest are 
stored separately. (Prominont among these capitali3ts may be mentioned

Carts are of all shapes and siiies^ and of diverse 
capacities. When time is pressitigat harvostp or when manure has lo bo 
conveyed to the fields, carts are fenced roand with cotfon sfioka and clothe 
their capacity being tberaby doubled, A good load for a cart will bo 
30 to 40 maunde, while in normal circumelaiices hslf that amount k deemed 
sufficient barden for the pntient cattle. When a cart is headed to its 
utmost capacity and the destination Is a markrt town^ two yoke of rattle 
are inepimned.

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me«.BioglesB, aa the differentiation of ooenpatioua la "by no means so 
complete as that eontomplated in the mnftifarions claaaee, orders ana 
anhordops of the Cenaaa tahlas, and there was doabtless also a to 

describe mdividualB rather hj their nomioal than 
sons beloneing to distinctly agriciilttirist tribes alone nninbered 
and Lnthe Colony a Tery large proportion of the enbaidiBry pop^tion is 
either wholly or partly employed i n agriculture. Tb e Chfihras and ChsraAra, 
who nnmbered m loss than 138|745, are cases in point, and there ai^ many 
other tribes which take a large part in agrioultnral opBrations. The fact 
is that the Colony is broadly spoaking entirely agricoltural, and probably 
not lees than 75 per cant, of the popnlation are (inolnding dependents) 
directly oiup^oyed on the land. 

The following statement gives details of the cultivated srca during the

VodhaTiak or pamman is generally faund in the white variety. It is 
not extensively grown because it requirea esceasive irrigaKon and h 
liable to be blown down. The ears are vary heavy and the ftonr produced 
iB of good quality. The bearded varietieB are the most popular. They 
require lesa irrigation a ad have great drought-resisting qualities. The 
bearcla form a protectlan against in sects and keep the grain from shelling 
out when the ears ripen* The red-bcarded kind ia grown less and less 
year by year. It is not acoep^bLo in the Earopeau market^ being 
mainly e^^ported to the North Punjab, 

Da^id khani la a white wheat of superior nature yielding a softer flour 
than the white bearded varioty* It is, however, less hardy. ^Vbite 
wheats as a rub fetch 2 annas per maund more in the market than the red* 

The straw of the latter finds greater faveur with cattle. 

Wheat 18 not usually aown mixed by the colonists thougb occaafonally 
they BcattoT a little t<jLTMon with a view to the provision of green vegetables 
for themselves or fodder for their animal?. Tbs tribes of the bar and 
riverain tracts sow (turnips) with tbo same object. Thq theory is 

that when the aar$on or is plucked out the wheat benefits hy the 

space thus afforded and can better expand its roots* 

Ploughing begins in June and July- A good oultivator will tnrn up the 
soil six or eight times. Wheat ia generally sown in ancco&sion to wueatj 
or when it is desired to change the coltivation in a field from Kharif Ut 
Rabi, after cotton. The laud is not usually manurad. Bowings bpgiii 
about the second week in October and are not completed till the middle of 
December. Early wheat is Uabte to damage from white anta. Late 
wheat give8j as is well knownj a very inferior return. 

Sowing is by drill hand-dropping in furrow (iAsr) or 

broadcast {thh^Ua}^ 'rho l^her method is canridered the best; but* owing 
to the lack of labour, the chhdtta Is usually adopted. The quantity of 
seed sown depends on the quality of the aoik Half a maund (20 
per acre enRices in good land; but where the land Jisa faeen long cropped 
aa much as 30 sers is used- JAnglis^ as a ruloj sow thicker than the more 
praofcieed iminigraui cultivators. After sowing, water is not given till a 
month has elapiied j then every Efteen days. Four or five watcrioga suffice 
to matufe wheat on land that has been tinder crop some years and has 
become cool. One good rainfall will serve the turn of two waterings from 
the canah Whatever may be said of other crops* there can be little 
doubt that the return a from wheat show little or no detoriorstion. Some 
soils such as jtal^ardfhi if allowed an average share of irrigation^ show a 
steady improvement.

G-reen wheat is d 3 ed largely for fodder eitlinr alone or mixed, with 
chopped straw near towns.

The mu^al ie built ap in the form ot a Imjataok and better withstauds 
raitbj owing to it a doping thatch. But the dtar ia of ten preferred because 
it is less exposed to daiuage from fire. An enomy can bum a miimJ down 
whereas n {JAar will only smoulder at one end* In ordinary ypars hhusa 
sells at 5 to 0 maunds to the rupee ] and much of in viHagfia at a 
distance from the railway or towns is burnt by the s'arAiiiddr for want of 
purchasers. 

This IB tbe staple orop of the Khartf and next in importance to 
wheat. It IS sown from the end of March to the middle of May* It fellowa 
almost any kind of crop or is sown in fallow laud. The soil is plongbed 
up BIX or eight times and carefujlly harrowed; thoni^li when cotton 
is so wo immediately after wheat ia order to change the rotafciou of 
harvests in any partioular field two ploughinga are made to suffice.

The plants appear above the ground within a few days; but no water 
is given till a mooth has elapsed;, cotton being notoTiousIy a crop that does 
not reqaire heavy irriguTion^ It ia then irrigated about every dfreen 
dftjB— six or seven times in all. ^^o hoaing or weeding is done; but in 
Hacj when the plants have reach ed .u height of two feet or so they are nipped 
off at the tap by han^i or with u ntcklo to enoonrage their expanstoD* In 
S&weu cattle (muKilcd to prevent their gracing on the ghqote) are yoked 
to a plough which is run dewri between iJio rows of plants in Heu of hand 
weeding. Tbe colaoists assert this plonghdioeing is equivalent to at 
least three hooingB with a spud; and it must be admitted that cotton fields 
Bte as a rule comparatively clear of woods* Immodiatcly after this 
pioaghing the crop mnat bo watered to settle the plsuts again. 

In September the poda bogin to form aud from tlio middfe of 
October to January picking goca ou. In October pickera who are 
generally women of the sweeper class are given oae-tidrd 
of the pickings ia pajtnexiti the bolls lieiog scanty^ In November 
jind December their ahare rangcB from oue-sixih to one-twelfth. 
The avernge isj how ever j as high as ooe-eighth owing to tho gone ml 
scarcity of labour in the Colony, In January ihe share ascends 
ftgain till at the lost pickings it becomes one-half or oue-tbird. Each picker 
can in a good field pick about six or Beven fire f &r rfistn; and six women 
will clear an acre in that period* In December and January if the frosts 
are frequent the pods do not expand at nil but Hhrivel up. The other 
calamities to which the crop subject are mentioned elsewhere; but 
it may bo remarked here that it b a not nncommon belief that to irrigale 
cotton by moonlight hoB a dutrimcntal effect on the crop.

Thof are then taken out, peeled and cut up into aOiall 
portions about 0 inches longcontaming the suppressed buds, from which 
the plants sprout. The burial is resorted to lest iho sap should dry up. 

The amount of seed required to sow an acre is about eight lo ten rnaWtis of 
standing cane Valued at Hs. 5 or Rs. 6. A JoUundur A«iin reckons to 
UFe 400 canes per kandf; while a Sikh of Amritsar estimates his require¬ 
ments per Aantf to be as many canes as he can tie in a tope of 5J feet

For prestBiDg the iron mi]Is are almost onlyersally used. Tlier^ 

are two kind?* tbo country-made and the factory-mado. The coutitrj-madc 
enme from Bat^la nnd Amntaar bazars and can be purchased for about 
FLg. 20. They am not very aatisfuctory or durable; hist ara in geneml 
nso* The factory-made milU are mostly rented from the Sinniir Stale 
which baa, tilL recently, reEiised to seH them outright. Their rent* accord¬ 
ing to their ranges from Rs. 20 to 11.^. -iO. The «maller bava two 
rollerf^^ the larger three; whilst miUs wiLb biurrollers am obtaiuable ft^om 
the Lahore factory of Pandit JaniIrdhanH The N4han iiiiJIs ean, however, 
now be bought for ilO and upwards. The cnmbronB woocien prossee 
are still to bo found m a few vilfagea of Jullandur cobnbts. Tlt€«ir 
retention in a new Cohmy in noticeable, but has its jui^t^catlon in other 
considerations than mere conservatism. It is claimed, apparently with truth, 
thflt the iron has a slight ucid effect on the juice and that expressed from 
the wooden mills is swoeier and clearer. Further, the iron mills macerate 
the cane so that the crushed stalks are usebjia for any purpose. On the 
other hnnd the bundles of prespcd canes {pachchi] taken out of the Ttooden 
mills are iold lo tie np shelves of wheat for as much as 2 anuas per bundle.

an earthenware jar to cool and sotj they are first scraped to clear off the 
JSCnm (gipen to Chnhras] which would injuriously affect ihe treacle if 
allowed to remain. In the m amp illation of the lumps (rori of ^r) the 
customs of the colonists differ instructively. The peasants of Hoshi^rpur 
and Jullnudur who cater at home for more faetidions tastea strain their 
treacle to clarify it, Qfi the other hand grantees from other districts 
tnix: strawj dirt iiud rubbish with their product in order to lucroaao its 
weight* 

The comparatively large area under cane in the Colony gives a supply 
which greatly exceeds the local demand; and grantees who live more 
than ten toiles from the towna on the railway find it far from easy to 
di$pose of their engar^ The G-ugera Branch colonists^ howeverj are helped 
by the steady demaad from the Montgoniery eide; and most of the 
sugar produced by them b taken up by itinerant Kii^rs from the Rivi. 

The average price of gur Rs, 3 and of ^kakar Ra. 4. Sugar is 
not refined in the Colony though a scheme has been mooted to start a 
refining factory at or near Lyallpur, As tn the cutturn of the crep it ia 
generaTly agreed that the canal irrigated cane does not yield so heavily 
as the crops grown on well lands in the old Diatrlot^. This ia mainly duo 
to the comparative lightness of the soil Occasionally near to the

Lonhras and cattle. Further the stench aming from hemp-^pondB is too 
obnoxious to be sufForod near village sites ; and laud on the equaro too 
valuable to be devoted to taaks. 

A vety fair proportion of capitalist and yooiuon grantees ns well as sVait gw* 
peasants who hold more tliati one square have planted fruit gardens 
varying in extent from a few tiltt«fA to hall n. square. Oat^ens of the 
latter urea require a gardener to Itwk after them; but there is a tendency 
for most of these fruit plantations to dcgcnomto , under the rank vegeta* 
tion which springs lip, into veritable jungles. The trees planted include 
oranges [couiitry and Malta varieties} plums, pcunegraiiatea, guavas, litucB 
(swett and the Tarietios] apricots, pouches, loqudt^^ gnipess, pears 

and mangood. None of thesc are indigenous^ and save on the Itakh 
rJranoli, where one or two gardens bring in incomes of a few bundrads of 
rupe^Si it ifl LOO early to apetik of their ultimate success, Experienco 
Im hithert) shown that orangeg, plums, peneboe and grapes thrive best 
with the Chonjib water. 

GtijrAnwdhi portion of the CJolony orange trees yield particular¬ 
ly well, though the fruit is apt to deteriorate in flavour. Plums, proches 
»nd grapes pr<Mi per every where. Mangoes have been imported from all 
parts ol the country and do oecaeionally fruit. But they have not, with 
tho solitary exception of the c..rumoii variety found in Jhang, thriven or 
even become real I v acoHmati^d. Whether from excessive cold or heat, or 
some other inexplicablo cauBCp young healtky trees of five orsixyear^* 
sE^nJiing io. the full rigour of life at times suddenly shrivel away. 

Possibly, with the gradual relaxation of the severity of the Blr climate 
sacecs;; may be eventually atloincd. 

It is uot to be expected that caltivation, in a new tract like tho lmpnr«- 
■Lolony where the taimndurf are nil ia possossi-oti of comparatively niint*, 
largo holdings^ ehould bo of the £uest or that groat attantiou sfaonl^ 
have been paid to tho quality and bilsction of seed. The most 
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really retaarkable feature h th© euonsous impr&T©m©at whkh the JdiigU 
tribes exhibit in their methods of cultivation and the rapidity with whioh 
they have learnt lessone in agriculture from the dbddkars. Sayyid Mehdi 
Shah ia tiaing iron plougba and a few other zami'iddrt have followed hSa 
exampki hut it may be doubted whether there is any great future for 
the more expeuisive and elaborate agricultural implements of European 
manofacture, Mr* Mol Ikon ^ the Infipecior-General of AgTicBltnrOj thinks 
that the cotton staple is eusceptible of groat improvementi if the seed ia 
sown throogh drills and properly hoed^ and experiments in this direation 
aro now being made with implements and bullocks imported from the 
Central Provincesj where the use of drills is uoiversa]but the soil b ua- 
auibablo for successful cultivation. 


At Lyallpur itself there is an Ekperimental Farm of three squares 
al Arm- under the able management of Mr. VV. Kenonfj C. S., the Director of Land 
Records and ^gricaltore io the Punjabp and a fourth square is shortly to 
be added* Mr. EenouF is at proaeni pringipally engsgeci in esperimenting 
with country and foreign varieties of the various staples with a view to 
seeing which are realty tho best suited to Colony coaditionSp Laterj he 
hopes to make the Farm a regular Seed doput for the distribution of 
eelecled seed.

The first agricultuml show was held in March 1004 at the same tim© 
ionUliow, at the Cattle Fair, Frkes lo the auionut of Rs. 500 were of ©red for the 
best selection# of the most common fttaplea, and also for agricnltural im¬ 
plements* There was also a ploughing compelitioii which excited con- 
Biderable interest. One of the neat features of th© show was the number 
of prizoa carried off by the Jduglis. It seems probable that the AgricnL 
tural Show will not only prove a very popular institution but will also 
exercise u real effect in iodueing zaminddne to be more careful in their 
selection of seed. 


LoasiAfiti* Loan a under the Laud Ituprjvement and Agriculturists LoanB Ada 
are not now given, though formerly tho cost of water-course construction 
and of survey was paid to tho Irrigation Department and the Survey 
Fund, rcspeetivelyj by raeang of ficlitious tukkdvi loans, tbe ainouuts of 
which were subsequently recovered from tho grantees* The grantees did 
not thotutolv©B touch the tuoney, and the payment waa for tha moat P^vt 
made for work already done with money advancad by Government, The 
payment of faltJtart graula of Rs. 100 each have been sanctioned in the case 
of Camel Service grantees ia order to replace service camels which die or 
are caat for old age, etc*, but very few such loans have been actually mad© 
or applied for. 

8s]ii tnd reason that gales and mortgages are legally only possible for 

those grantees who have acejuired proprietary rights they can afford no 
indicaiiou of the indebtedness or otherwise of the granteea. In fact there 
are no recorded mortgages though there ore undoubtedly aoine ensea in which 
lands have been mortgaged rotn, but on enquiry they aro always douiod^ 

Grauteos who have acqnir^^d proprietary rights hav© sold altogothor 
an area of 4,336 sores for Rs, 38,35,al-L average of Ea. 77 per OCtc. 
In such coses it may h© generally aoaamed that the land sold is compan^- 
tively poor or that the veiidor is pros.-^ed for money. Th© best lund is 
not sold, If it were tho average price would h© nrCessaTjly higher. Tlie 
highest price paid in any euch sale liae been Rs, 90 p£^r acre, th© lowest 
Its. 52 per acre. Probably the averaga value of good laud held 
by nasriifria-pajiDg grantees Is about Ra, 90 — Ra* 100 per acre when Bold 
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bf private contract. But tie pric^-s so obtainable are far lower ttan those 
which Government can secure at an auction sale with all its attendant 
rivalry aod GOrupetitbn. It is hartliy too mHch to aay that a Government 
auction adds 25 per cent, to the valoc of land for the time being. 

There Hels not yet been any case in which the application of the 
Alienation Act has been necessttry. 

There is there fore no ordinary material available for a difscusEion 
on indebteduesu. That the groat majority of the colonials are free 
from debt and in a condition of great prosperity is net open to doubt. It 
shows itself in the number aud value of the cattle and hoi^es^ the orna¬ 
ments of the women and the lavish expenditure on house-bull ding. In 
1900^ 1901 and 1903 Over thirty of rnpeeSi and in 1903 13j09|434 

were remit led from the Colony In money orders. Many gmntees have 
redeemed old mortgages and purchased more land in their parent districta. 
At the eame lime they are not all equally fortunato and there are many de-* 
grees of prosperity. Those who have secured good land and a good water 
supply from the Hrstj worked hard and lived curafuliyj have amassed com¬ 
parative fortunes. On the other hand there are grantees who are still in 
debt and have hardly yet improved thosr pcjsitlon since they came to the 
Colony, Many of the peasant colonists ware in debt when they first came end 
if after their arrival they were compel lad to live on borrewod capital for any 
COusidemblc pariod^ it has often taken them fk longtime to free themselves 
from encumbrances. A freejuent aourco of tronble has beeu the early pur¬ 
chase of cattle from wandenag Kirirs^ who charge orig^ually much more 
than the animal is really worth| with luterest at from 12 to 23 per cent, and 
compound interest after every sU months. 

The qnality of the soil and the faclHtieB for irrigation are of course 
very important factors and without good land and wator-supply a grantee 
can hardly be very snccrcs^l But absenteeism is nnnsually a fatal bar to 
prosperityj and tho character of the grantee is sufficient to turn the halanco 
in the case of a man whose oircarngtances are not altogether favourable. 
Probably not more than 5 to 10 per cent, of the grantees are at alt indebted 
and in few cases are the am aunts really seriona. Those who owe money 
nro usually Mnaulmilns^ as might be expected. The Bildches of Jhoka 
Aqila Hy4ta and Nur Mahram are however very largely in the hands of 
Jhaug Kin&rsj but the fault is entirely their own. 

Money-lenders are usually Kirdrs from Jhangp Montgomery^ Oojr^n- 
wala and Shahpor^ though it is not uncoinmon fora shopkeeper to migrate 
from the parent to the new village and to start monejdeuding in the Colony. 
Twenty-five per cent, per annum (wieayd) is the almost universal rate of 
interest charged for ordinary loan a, and there Is no difficulty^ in borrowing 
at this rate. Eighteen anti three-quarters Mr cent, (jtaisa nipiya) is a rate at 
which money can aometimes be obtaloed by persons possessing more than 
ordinary credit, but 12 per cent, is only possible fora man of considerable 
positioD or one who is ready to pawn bis wifo^s ornaments. Grantees tham 
selves seldom perform the office of banker for one another. There is coa- 
Biderablo mutual distraat to start with and the Jat knows that there are 
certain iudiguities which he cannot impose on a fellow Jat oven if the 
latter is lu hig debtj whilethe Jnt who wants to borrow prefers to do so from 
a man whom he considers biamferior, and not to place himself in a position 
of inferiority to a fellow-grantee, ConBequently when the Jat turns monsj’* 
leader it is generally to the meniulH of his village when both the loaas aed 
repayments are usually in kind.

a good many are purchased from wandeHag KirAra who rofose lo Into 
cash down* Ooo rupee U Brut paid ea earliest money (?qi) oa iho spot, tho 
price beiog usually paid in two subsequent i uataliiionts. In this way tbo 
Kinlrs manage to soonro higher prices* The cattle sold by KirArs all come 
from Siudh, At the Colony Cattle Fair 7ammddrs only sell their smaller 
and worn out animals, which are purchased in largo numbers by Path^ 
from tho Frontier Districts. 


The cow buffaloea used for breeding are splendid auiteala of enormous Ba!Fs1(»i. 
weight, and they are endowed with great milk producing powera, ou which 
account they araTiighly valued hy the people. Tho amount of milk uLven 
varies very greatly in different breeds and also m different animnla of tho 
same breed. It averagoa from 4 to 6 aoore in the inferior anitnalB, from IS 
to 13 fcers in medium animnls and from 15 to 30 seors in the best. As a 
milch uniuia], thcrofore, it is not diBictilt to understand that the buffalo 
cow takes preoedenoa of other Cattle, and that they are better fed and 
cared for than other cowa and that they are more carefully bred with a 
View to improving the yield of milk- And more care is exercised b3'' the 
taminddr lu the selection of a buffalo bull for brooding purposes rhnxi in 
that of other animals. 

The milk of the bnffab differe from that of the cow in its chemical MiUg 
composition sg well os its appearancpp tastoji colour, and in the butter 
which it coutaips. It has a very white colour and a pecoUnr insipid taste 
and the butter made from it le very white. The amount of fat it eoutaias 
is a good deal larger than that found in cow^s milk j and differe in cotu- 
poeitioU;^ in that it cotUains miuute qqaiitities of sulphur and phosphorous 
lind yields four times as much caproio neiJ, sugar in buffaio^a milk 

is of a variety differing from that of ordinary cow^s milkj and is present 
in larger amount than that in cow*e milk. 

The Khundi brood is tho local breed of Baridna and the Sotle|, It Hr^of 
ia a medium sixod breed and has doubtless received its name from tho 
shape of ita horns which are pecnli&r, boing fine black and Bpirally tvnated. 

Tho more spiral the horns the better the blood is supposed to be. Below 
the orbit the fare narrows inarkcdly and is finely chiselled down to the 
muzzle which is Bioall and fine but well marked, the n^strib being clean 
and well formed. The yield of milk from biifalo cows of this bread is 
generally large, averaging 10 to 12 seers, bnt as much ag 25 or 30 eeera 
ia not uncommon. The price of a good milker is abont Be. 100 to Es, J50* 


The Rdvi breed of buffaloes is a very much inferior animal to that 
iuat noticed It is to be found m tho Sandal E&r and fs sometimes spoken 

of »8 m SfidcJal B&t buffalo. Th«e 8ro aminal*, of a

Moetof the buffaloes are owned by JdngliSf who prefer the brown var iety 
to tbe blacky on the ground ihat (he former gives more and sweeter milkj 
and that better can be mnde from it, Thero is very littin esport of 
flW now tbougb formerly it was the msin export of the Bdr. Janglis prefer 
biiffaloes from the Rdri l^oftb to tbose of the Cbendbj- because they be^ 
liove fhut if a Cbendb bufialo once loaes its young it will not again liold. 
The price of a good ske-buffalo has doubled eince the advent of the cauaL 
Formerly a good buffalo sold for about Rs. 00, and the very beat for 
Ra. 100. On the other hand the price of lie*buffaloe8 baa fallen from 
Rp. 60 lo Ra, 30 or Rs, 40. The CheiiAb buffalo ia, hL>weTcr, said to be 
more nsefol as a plough aiiiiua] than the Sulle] buffitlo, which does net 
stand yoking well. It is usual to yoke a buffalo with a hnlloek, in order to 
keop the former going as be is a slow animal. Immigrant colcnisls seldom 
use buffaloes as plough cattle. They tire easily and feel the heat too much. 

Sheep and goats are not u very important part of the Colony stock. 
Formerly Jituglis used to keep largo iininbers of them, bnt now it is ustiallr 
only the meniaU and wandering liibes like the Odg who keep flocks 
Moat of the eheep come from Bikfiner, Bahiwalpur, the Thai, Shahpur or 
the Jnllundur Uodb. The milk which is gi vei) at the rate of half to one seer 
a day for six mouths ianotdrm»k but made intosAi'. Four seers of milk will 
give about vx ehitaku of Qhi. The milk is, however, used for medical pur* 
poses. Sheep are&hc&recl twice a year, lietwcen and 4 years of age 
the wool weighs about IJ ecBrs for the two sbeariiigs, but ns Ihn sheep 
grows older the outturn decreases. The wool of Bikioer sheep aells from 
Rb, 30 to Ra. 35 a meund, that of indigenons animals for Its, IS to Rs. £0 
wbitetha woolof Jullnnlnr nheep ouly fetches Rs. 14 or Rs. 16. The value 
of a sheep is from Rs. 3 to Rs. 5. Skins are sold at the rate of 8 annas 
each.

Goats usually helong to the Bikdner, BaLiiwalpnf and Shah pnr breeds. 
The maximum supply of milk is about 2 seers. Goats are sheared twice a 
year, the average yield being from 3 to 6 eAiiluii. 'J’bc hair nai) is mado 
into ropes, bags and floor cloths, and is worth from Rs. 7 to Ra. 10 a 
mannd. The skinn which are OPcd as water baga {tnaiihak) are sold at 
the rate of ei^t aunas to a rupee oacli. A g^d many are esportod to 
Bombay and Karachi. The price of goats varies considerably, from Rs, 
4 to Rs. to in the case of slie-goats, he-goats costing from Rs, 3 toRg, 0, 
A really good she-goat may, however, bo worth Rs. 15 or 16.

It freqaontly eaosca great lose o£ life among cattle aad bunaloas, and 
occasionally sheep and goats areattaoked. The mortality from this diseosa 
isaboBt oOpsp coat. Proveutivo inooulation of oantaclf cnttle is of great 
service in staying the ravages of the disease, and the Voteriaary Assistants 
having been trained ia the work are nsefully employed. 

Hsemorrhegio SapticEemia, known n so ally in ths vemwolar as pJiofWi 
principally affects bo If aloes, but cattle are oot osempt. Osoally 80 to 90 per 
font, of animals that are attacked die. Outbreaks have begon and ended 
asarele within ten days. It ia oommonest in the rainy season. If iho 
Veterinary Assistant gets to the outbreak lo time be iS occasionally 
able to save a few uni mats by medicinal tfeatment.

for the puqjoge of irrigation tho zamlnddr has to make eight sraall purti- 
tiouB in each field called kUras and to Irrij^to each ^parately from a 
temporary minor wator-ohatmelj made by liimsolfi wliich irrigates four 
partitions on eaob i^ide* Tliia system is called AunruJantZ* aoi its object is 
to prevent the waste of water ivhich ia couBod by attempts to irrigate a 
largo area at ooo time. An ipfriugemeut of this rule Is pumshable by 
Boe under tbe Canal Act. 

The area soffo ou lift irrigaiton in 1903-03 wa3 only 5j7o3 acres. No 
grantee will irrigato by lift if he can get flow on aco':»nQ^ of the extra 
trouble which such irrigatioa itivolvesj aod the iie:ivior demand on cattloj 
althongb tbo occnpieris rate is only half of that levied on flnw irrigationi.

CuUivation dependomt on rain k very scanty* the area eo sown in 
1902*03 being only 0,314 acres. The soil and cUranto of the Bar are atilt tcjo 
dry to permit much fiacccssful cropping, gram, cAdri* fcuyVa and fdruiuiVa 
being the only crops attempted. Of grsm the grout pcrcGulagc completely 
fr ils* Occaiioually suiall areas sown on roM soil or in hollow depressions 
afford n moderate Vi^ld- In a year when there have been good winter 
minstbe creppiug'on old well lands bog under cuithation is quite sue- 
ecBafd, CAHn'uttd bdjm rarely prodnee an adequate return. Tdruiufra 
is usually the result of accidonU*l aeeding. It spreads vigorously on 
irrigated seilj and if aided by rain will yield n or tf Luannd^ of oil seed 
par acre. 

There is no well irrigation. Rardy, wUeii tha canal mippUci Eailj a 
disused well close to the UiibAr is put into work log order to lave 
the crops, 

Eccorda of rights have been prepared for au areo of 381^385 acrea and 
for tbeso alone is it possible to give any figoroa though the avoraga rents 
of the whole Colony uro vary ainaikr. Of this urea 411,002 or about 62 
per cent, are cultivated by proprietors or tcuunta holding direct from 
Governmeut. 

2Ulj398 acres are cultlvaksl by tenantj wBo pay in kind with 

or without an addition in cask The most common balii rout is half the 
produce and half the Government demand. 110,373 unres are leased on 
these tarm^i while half-batu» only accounts for 16|68S.

After the area leased to tenants who pay in kind, the next largest 
area (58,590 acres) U held by tenants who only pay the Govern moot 
demand. That is t'> eay, the lessor obtains no profit from his lease, but 
iillows a part of his land to bo oulttvnted by his relatives free of charge 
fn himself.

In peasant villages the artizona aud moniaJs 
are osudiy drawn from the parent villages of the gruntees, who prefer 
asBociaiiori with hereditary dependenla, not only because they feuow nnd 
truH*. them but also because such dependenla necessarily take a part in 
n!] tha great feaiivals and ceremonies of their lives. In a homogeneous 

villng^^ there ia accordingly a strong tendency toward the reproduction 

of the idd cominunity in all essentials. But in capitalist and yeomnu 
villngc ihe granteps are iisflally loo thankful to oltaiu the Mrvices of 
any nu'ukls whom they can pick up.

He shapes the wood required for wedding ceremonie,<i- On such occasions 
he oaiially receivea a small present, but nothing 'is given to him for 
funerals. Often he is paid Ro, 1 a year for his clothes. Ihe ooustrue- 
linn: of roofs and doorways which has formed so large a part of the 
TarkhAii'fl labour in ihe Colony is not included in his cuhtomarv aerviecs 
For doorways, which are often elaborate, he is paid by lime'while for 
roofing he gets 4 annas a room with bis food. Amongst JAnglts the 
TiirklAii has also to make the cAoukej as a part of his eiistoman duties. 
In iliG Rabi he gets two sheaves of wheat and 6 topes of grain (ttfopa = 24 
$ir8), with an aHS-loaH n-f turnips or green foiider for his cattle. 

At the Khsrif he receives 6 tf>p<ta of Ihf/ra or maize with 4 sdra of 
cotton, with 1 or 8 sera of yur if there is any.

The Dh6bi [xvashermanl is paid in the same 
way ao the Cbhiinba. In both cases the payment 
varioa according to the amount oE the work 
perFormod, J&oglis do not maintajo Dhobis in 
-- their villages. 

Aft a customary menial the Moebi or loather-wopker is only found 
in J^ngli v^illnges. His principal duty is to sew 
shoes. He is nsed as a general servant and also 
to keep waleb and ward. At weddingg ho helps 
in serving the gnents with food and looks after 
the houses. He is often used aa a messenger^ 
For these Bervioes be need to receive a cow worth from Eft. 10 to Be. 15 
once a year^ in addition 10 the Aor-fm aktns^ and affer the rains ho bad 
tho loan of a milk cow for 4 months^. Now he gets all the hafdi skins 
which used to be soM by the owner^ leaving tho htir^m skins for the 
Chuhra, He also receives about 64irtpft^ of w'heat and two sheaves at the 
Rabij with 04 Icpa^ of maisse or&dyVa at the Rharlf. Poor people who do 
not give cuaromary dues pay Re. t for each pair of shoes. In villagea 
hold by immigrant peasant colonists the leather-work is usually done 
for wagoftp 

The Pauli or Juliha (weaverj is not counted amount tho regular 
Hipdti ... ?5fl menialft as he la paid for piece-work, receiving the 

material but providing the loom hiraflelf. Some 
of th« Paolis in the BAr were rcgolar cattlo-herdpp. 
especially when they formed fahiiOf of their own. 

— -In srtcli ea^e« they were giveii land as Jduglis. 

Otherwise they combined the work of a herdHtiian with their ancestral 
callings to which however they are now hiore excloeively reverting- 

ThoTAliis hardly a regular menial amongst peasant colonist&i hot 
is rewarded ns sncli st weddings when it is his 
ddiy to carry torch^fl. His nonoal customary fee 
is only One or two fllieavss of wheat. Forginmng 
cotE^on ho is piiid in grain equal in weight to the 
CoUou when cleaned. For pressing oll^e is paid 
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aeie tbe T&li for eotton cleaning paying him at the rate of 1 nnua a ^iTr- 
At woddin^h ho generally gets 2 or 3 rupees from bia tua^tor^ and othor 
tips from tho gueata. 

Tbfi Kambdr (potter) m only found an a cu^tomiivy iiiQniikl in tboae 
£,S]S villagaa where irrigatiou is done by lift. In 

other oasa^ he is paid in Oiish for hia bnndicraftj. 
but ETumhira are ofct^n agricultural labourera in 
the Colony. There were ofton a few Knmh&rs 
in a J4ngli rith^ta but they did not obtain grants 
of land except in OPie case where the only membere of the ra^riu were

The lia>almiiiia clHim to be Bbatti H^pdts and 
the Hindu consider Lhemsolvos as good as any one except BrahTOana. 

Their claims are not anpported by others. ''J’he Hindus ere placed veiy 
low in the Bociol scale by their cn-religionists* though the Musalm^ns 
are conaidered superior to tho ordinary tneniale. 

The majority of the mate Pathdus (3,^48) entiniemted at th® Riihii- 

Conens mu&t have belonged to the lahoarmg cl ass, nmaaUy ctdled 
Rdshi, who visit the Colony in large numbers every _ October* 
from Qaz4ra and other north Frontier Diatricta. The U^hia are the 
groat wall builders for 2 f£t« 4 ^mddrV bouses. Formerly they iiBod to 
charge at the rate of from Rb. 2'»3 to Ba^ 3 for a wall 150 feet 
long* 14 feet high, 2 feet 3 inehos wide at the base and 1| foet 
wide at the top. Now, owing to thei docri^ase of the demand for the 
labonr, they will nccept aii littlo as 2 for the aarno workj and they 
are not able to ch^at 30 exteuaively ae they were formerly acoua- 
tomed to do. The H^shis never Bpond anything in the Colony^ but beg 
thoir food every evening, Thoj return homo in April, when they 
begin to fool the heat sevope, with about Rs. 100 eaeh in 
pockets as tha earnings of hijc months. 'i"hey generally live in the 
mosque or vacant compounds and never cbatigo thqir clothes. 

Tbe rates of labour vary with priced. Gone rally howeverj car pen* ^ 

tors, maBone, and blacksmiths got 8 annas a day and their food, bnt ^r, 
by pieoe-work they may earu es much as 12 annag. Near the railway 
npd in towns the rate for unskilled labour ia highor than m the 
outlying parts of the Colony, 8 annua a day and food ia quite ft 
common wage at harvest timOj though the mora usual rate is 4 or 
5 annas. In now villngoa on the frlngo of the Colony G or 8 annas 
can always bo earued by wood-cutting. In the towns it is necessary 
to pay sweepers at least 6 por meni^etn, and they gH an addi- 
tioaal income from private iadividiials. No municipalities in the rest 
of the Province pay more than Rs 0 to sweepers. Labour geacraliy 
ia ostromely expansive owing to its scArcitj.

In ISPS the prico of wh^at 
Foae at onco owing to tba operations of Mr. Lei ter, Jnnr., and fAl 
ns rapidly, while recently the cotton combine has shown ^ite effect 
in a marked degree. A fAinine in India only beneEis the Colony, for 
although tbe gross produce may be reduced by the failure oE the 
rains, the rise in pricea more than coaiponaatoa for the difference, 
and in 1890 the nso in price of fodder enabled the js^mmddrfl to 
dispose of huge quantities at very remunerative prices which they 
could not otherwise have sold at alL Large numbers of cattle wore 
driven into the Colony from famino-stricken Districts* and goods gtationa 
wore piled hisph for months with for export, A bad fatniuo 

like that of 1899 involves a large incursion of outaido labour* aud 
prevents aey great inersase iu the normal expense o£ harvesting. 
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Ordinariij'i ho^ever^ price of l:iboiir riBea with the price oF tooi 
bacaai^e th+^re h no Arirptiis labour in cho Colony. The labourer, 
therefore, lose a notbkug and the iitmindflr Btill because the 

extra suidb which he payg f ir I'tiKinr are not eq^iivalent to the extra 
money wbbh he Becurei^ by high priftH. There la a conBiderable differ¬ 
ence hetwecn tise price whiuh a z^minddr can obtain for hig grain nt 
his own village or at one of the railway grain marketa^ Fito annas 
a meund is parhapg the maximum in the cage of grantees on the 
Burdta Branchy while the srerage is from 2 to 3 anoas^ This great 
disorepancj would be nbriated by the proposed chord line over tbs 
BnrAIa BrancL

There are now no forr^sts in the Cbendb Colonv* A nninber of email 
uiicl&Bsed lerests have been di^foregtorj duriof^ the process of cnlonij^ation^ 
and altotted for cultivation. None of them were oonTeniently Fitnaled for 
Iheir old pnrpojie tinder preeeDt conditions. Yariocfl schenipa havei heen 
from time to time moaiod for the f-ormation of new (rdVEfrnment plantaiiooe 
On a largo acnloH Long strips of land were reserved on the* JkiEing Braocih^ 
as also a large block in close proximity to Ljallpiirj bnt the former were 
eventuady allotted to coloniste* and the latter sold by unction in 1899 or 
given ont as at ad farms to various cavalry regiments. The main reasoti 
For the abandonment of the old eoheme was the enpposed inabilii^y of the 
Forest Department to make an^cient proBts out of snqh forests after the 
payment of the fall water-rate. More recently^ however^ proposals have 
been made for the reservation of a large block of 15^000 acres for a 
Forest Reserve on both sides of the Railway b^itwcon Shorkot Koad and 
Dharkhana. Of this urea about 5^.000 acres are unbb either for oultiYation 
or tree-growth^ but the rest of the latidj thongh only just ouhurablej is 
considered fit for the purposes of a Forest Reserve. The formation of 
sneh a rssorve wlllj however, depend on the sanction of the Shorket 
Branch Bxtenaion pmject. Any such forest would of eourso be pTincipally 
for the benefit of Government in the Railway DepartmcnL H would in 
no way adoct tha OdIodj as a whule though it might benefit adjacent 
Tillagaa. 


Atbofical* In a place like the Cheniilb Colony whore the groater part of the 
allotted area is anuaally croppadj axteusivo tree pi ad ting does^ it is truOj 
to a certain extant militate against caltivution. Against this fact may be 
EOt more nnmeronB advantages. The wood itself is valuable and becomes 
more so every year. Trees sro necessary for agricditural Implements mad 
they are indispensable for the prevention of the deterloration of the Foil 
which mnEt ensue if manure is eoxisistoritly used for fuel instead of being 
returned to the land* Rittierto the ChenAb colonists have had plenty of 
fuel which they have often used wm^terntly but the old supply is now 
almofit exhauatedj and in a heavily cropped and irrigated tract it is abso¬ 
lutely essential that no manure should be wasted on fnel. TTiia fact is 
doubtloHs not yet fully realised by all the colonists but the knowledge is 
developing owing to the general deterioration of KhorSf crops on the Kokh 
Branch cxcepl where the land has bean properly mauarod. Fnrthar there 
is tba ad vantage to ctimatoj a well wooded oonntry not only getting more 
raiu thau a troelosa plain j but owing to tho general humidity of the 
atmosphere^ [u gentler and steadier faUsi which do more good nnd less 
damage than violent outbursts. It was hardly to bo expected that the 
classes of men from whom the Ghendb colonists were drawn would be 
very provident with regard to their own future wolfaro eapecially when 
they foned themselves suddenly transported to a land of careless plenty. 

It is therefore a matter of considerable regret that no provision was mada 
in the original colonisation scheme for the promotion of arhoriculturo ou 
the part of grantees. Those of the capitalist class all had to bny the trees 
standing on their lands at a fixed rate of 0 aunas per acre. 

In the Yeoman and Peasant conditions^ in deed p a clause was inserted 
under whiohthe tenant was prohibited from eBlIing the trees or 
brushwood standing ou his gmat^ but the ssmo clause went on to provide 
that he might sell any trees which it was necessary to remove in order to 
bring tho land under cultivatimi. As therefore the whole area of almost ^ 
every grant was cultnrable and irrigable^ the clause hoa really been void 
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from the stirt- It waa indeed inoTitable tliat most of the old trees shoi^d 
bo rocnored by the grantees, for as they stood they interfered with 
ploiighiDg aud cultivation and they were not of the classes which are 
moat iu reqnieitioTi for agriculturat purposes. OoHseqnenlly bnt a few of 
the old trees are now remnining in the cnltivated area and those are only 
such as have been preserved in convenient places to give shade to cattle. 
Another clause piavided that no wood should bo out from ibe area 
reserved for grazing in each peasant mouia without the sanction of the 
Tlepaty Cemtnissioner, but the grazing aren^left by coloniets is iisunJly the 
highest and poorest land where the fewest end sroaUcat treea originally 
grew, while much of the grazing aiea itself has been, denuded during ilie 
piocesfl of eichanges of laud by colonists before they iiiially setiled down 
on the lands which they now hoid. Aocordiiagly bnt little of theold voge- 
tatiun is now left. 


Various efforts hsvo from tiino to time been made to remedy the 
otnission of cenditione to provide for urborioulturo. The danger was first 
realised in 1896 when the calonizatioti of iho Upper Jhnng Branch com- 
moimed and an area of half a square was resprveil in each wanin and 
planed at the disposal of the grantee? for plantation purpoees. They had 
however no special inducement to avail tbemselvsB of the prmlege and 
did net dn eo. The matter oame into preminence again during the coloni¬ 
zation of i he Lower Jhang Branch where the original bBiTOom-ss of the 
tract wes pariioularly impressive. Directions were then issued to colo* 
nisi a with a view to the propagation of tree plauting in ench square and 
encouragement waa added in the shape of reward grants which were mude 
ont of the on allotted balances ifi each village. A good deal wm effected 
by this means, but in aoine villigos tliere was no balanco which cOnJd be 
allotted and in others the grantee? were so careless and Improvident that 
not even the hope <■{ a reward grant canid arouse their energies. T he caeo 
W!is then hroiight to the notieo of Governmout with tbe result that in the 
uouditions framed for Camel Service, Camel Cbaadhri, and eiteaeion 
peasant grante-H it has been stipulated t.iat the louant most within a 
TOSBOuable time plant Jwice as msny trees as there are a^refl in hia grant 
and maintain them in gu&i conditiofu The tamo clause has been applied 
to the grants iu ihe Jl-elum Colony. It gives tbe neeegsary power Of 
puuishmeut without which it ie hardly possible to expect geneml com- 
pliauce with any directions on tho part of ilioee who are not of them- 
eairoi diapoaed tu comply. 


It has not, however, been considered right or feasible to introdnce the 
same clause ioto the Old conditions or to provide for it by IcgisUtiou, on 
the (troutid that its inTroduction would be a moral breach of the condjtiona 
on which the land was granted. CouRequeutlv over the great length and 
breadth of the Colonv there is still uo legal mesua of coDipeilmg arbon- 
oclturo, and It is neo'vs-nry to depend on the «tensigus and example of 
candidate r«.iWu«. I'hese have been by uo means fruitier, and additioual 
atimal'^B has recently been ndded in the shapi* uf small toinpomry pranta 
of 5 A'iUae each to iamouridre it. peasant villages. lh» iambardart aie 
permitted to culiivaie ^ kiltn, tor thvlr owt, p^ifit on onuditmn that they 
sow and nmintaina pUntanon in the uiher two fcii/as, the ecedlm^ to ^ at 
thediepo.al of tbe Distriut Board and other colonists, as well ra of the 
famborddv himself for planting out. 

The la^arddr pars the full demand under all heads for each crop as 
well as for the plantation, hut he makes a cousidemble.j profit ou hia culti¬ 
vation iud the luducement is provided at no cost to Government. Thu

But the fact remains that arborieultsirQ would have been much more gen-^ 
eral and advanced, bad there been a Hoffiqieot lever to induce it, !□ Canada 
the Gk>verREnant not only insisits on arborioulture as a condition of its 
grants, bnt provides seed, and Forest Officers not only abow the rarmors 
wbtt to do and bow to do it, bat ensure their conditions are fuldUcd. 
In this TL^apect therefore the administration of the Chen^b Colony haa been 
decidedly shorUsighted. 


Arboricaliprfl on District roads was first commenced by the Coloni- 
zaiion Officer when hiiibead-quartora were at Sh&hkot in tba Khiing^h 
Dogran Tab ail and some prog^ 0 S^ had been made when hia bead-qaartars 
wore trauaferred to Lyallpur in 1896. Litilu bas been done since, however, 
and there are only B miles of road in the Kh^ngab Dognlu TahsU along 
which avenues have been planted by the District B jard. The Board 
spends Re. 350 per auoum ou tlioir up-keep e^olnaive of the pajment o! 
water-rate. 


In the Jhaug District operations were ngain started by the Coloniaa-^ 
tion Officer flflbsidized by the Dlstriot Beafdj and m 1900 Mr. E. Abbott, 
then Depnty CommisAionor of Jhang, took the matter op oo b^li ilf nE tbe 
Oiatriot Board aud provided a regular eatablisliment iodudliig a Forest 
Rauger lent by the Forest Peparttnent on a salary oF Us. 100 a month, and 
three Fortsters, The District Board of Guji^tiwila wag naked to join in 
the scheme bnt found itifll noable to de bo. In 1902 tbo Deputy C^mmis- 
sioner funnd that lie was unable to manage effectively a large scattered 
establishmeiit ak a diatonca from his bead-ijaarterfl and haoded over ihe 
direction of the operations to the Oo Ionization Officer whose local knowlerige 
enabled him to deal with it more easily. Avenuf^a have now been plautoEt 
along 106 miles of road, and the eauctioEi^ i project provides for additionB 
of 64 miles in 1904-05 and 68 miles in 1906^6.

The existing avonueg ali railiate from the following centres; Lyallpur, 
Dijkot, iiarshamir, Chiniot rOHd, Gojra, Toba Tek ^ingh, Samnudari, 
KhnrriunwdU, Xh^nuana and KliidarwAld. The old avi*nueB consist chiefly 
of $kuham trees, but the shUham grows more slowly than the kikar 
especinHy when the water-supply' is not alwhys very regular* It requirej 
more care and is not able to dispense with water at sc tfarly a dateai the 
lattvr tree* ThiFi last ie an important conBideraiioa owing to tiie iE-rigatiun 
assess me nt of G pies a tree per atmuin- Consequently operatiotis are new 
chiefly confined to ^p£fcar sowing. Some of the older uveouea are very 
fionrishing, ahnadj givmg excellent Eshede, and there is no apparent 
reaeoa why every District road in the Cotony should not be ultimately 
planted.

Tho stono 
when hewn is of a prtrplo slato colour with a lingo of red, but it crum* 
tiles too easily to bo vary aatiafnetory as a road metal. 

/TaftS'ar [calcnreoui concrfte) is ueaally fouml only in the sliapo of 
small nodules on tlie surface of tbe grotind. Pheae are swept up nnd 
used h>T inalting lime. A few sniall beil^ of infennp tuniar bato been 
found in the HAr, but sucL bavn benn quickly eshausted. No royalty is 
chargeil on Jtanfear quarried from allotted Isnds, but in other cases the 
rate ls 4 hnnaaprT 100 oiibio feet. 

Saltpetre (Nitrate of Potash,) ealietl sWru in the vernanular, was at 
nun time made in eunsidomble quantilies from a saline earth called Acffiir 
fnoiid on the si-tea of desortod viilagos.

eT^rj season by a ooinmittefl in Lahore, Tho present <jKar^e is l?s, 4-0-0 
per bale^and it is continually riem^. Eight years ago the goneml PuDjali 
price was only Rs. 2 per bale. A bale in finding the flloel straps nnd bngs 
weighs 400 pounds or roughly 5 manuds^ fhe tHTe in each bale beiog 
9 or 10 pounds. Giren the maebineryt the actual cost of pressing a bale 
is only Re. 1-4 and tha profits arc wry bandsouie otoh after taking into 
oonstderation the cost and wear and tear of the machinery» Good pres^iing 
machinery costa from Ks. 40,000 to 50|000| though second^hand or poor 
machinery can be obtaitied for half these sums. 


Oianlui^, The ginning factories bay the unoloimed cotton before they gin it. 

The Ecod generally weighs t7 or 28 son in (he mnimd leading t2 or 13 
jirrs of cleaned cottciu Iho factory's profit in ginninfr is usoiuly 2 or 2i 
annas per toaurid after paying current exponaea. Mill hauda geoerally 
work from 4 a. w, to 8 p. Mi with only one hour off for the mid-day meal 
at 12 o^clock. The women and children who fred the gins are paid from 
3 toS annas a day nccopding to their capacrity. The men who carry (he 
cotton^ efco.p pet from 7 to 9 annas a day. High wages nre often pai l to 
competent engineers. The factory owners ia the Colony have generally a 
bad reputation for false weiglihs and unfair dealing.

Smaller qnanLitiL^^ End their way into Lahore by road, 
from the sonth-eaaterii portion of the CrdDuy^ or across the Ravi, when 
dry, to tho Lahore-Mtilt-an line* About n cjtiarter of the cotton exported 
is sent to Ltihore where it ia woven into rough cloth ai the Bhahdara 
or Mela IMm's mills, nr ity Amritearp Ka?ur and other Punjab towns^

The principal injporta nre Indian piece goods, wrought iron and 
steel, unvvroiight timber, salt, rice, gfum, rcficiod t^ugar, raw tobEicdo, 
fruits and gunay-bag^s. 

The methods by which zamtfiddrs dispose of llieir prodnto arc not 
only various but liable to change with the prevailing conditions of tho 
market. When the market is iiorranl the grantees who posscie latge 
holdiDgs usually bring their prodnes tbemHolres to the variotr^ towns, 
and dispoi^ of it to tho mcTchants Through brokera to whom they 

pay a brokerage acoording te bajgain which varies from '50 to ‘75 per 
cent, on the value of the goods sold. The amEdler grantees olteu 
follow the same practice, but they iileo frefjuently sell their produce 
direct to the village shopkeeper^ who then miikes the necessary arraugo- 
ments for ila carriage to one of the markets. In such transactions 
ruiniiiddrtf often arrangn beforehand to aell Ihnir produce at whatever 
may be the ruling prico at a eubsoquoni dale. Eor Habi crapa the 15di

tbrowii iu. The practice of selling ^raudiTi^ crops^ whose ontturuknot and Tride 
yet known* as a apecolatioH;* is not com menu Wbeuj howeTer, there vi 

is a sharp riao in priot-s ihe relatiouB of tlie seller wnd purchaser j^re 
changed. The brokers at ouce despatch their servants and agents to the 
villager iiud buy the produca on the spot- In this case tho ipilrr hwa no 
brokerage to pay while the purebaeor paysO pies per matiiad as weighing 
feea to tho village weigh man. The price paid of course variee according 
to the disEauce from the rail and cost of carriage* but I ho broker has to 
nniko Ills own arrangements for transport. The coat of carriago Varies 
considGrably as also do the methiids of transport. Tlie lowest rate of 
qazrriago for villager close to a station or grain market ifl t aimn a mhund* 
and id such vsk&m doukejs are sometimes employed. From the greater 
number of villages produce ia carried on bullock carta, at the mto of 52 
or 3 annus a maund* but from thi- villages hold from Hith^ri or Jdiigli 
gruTitO^Sj few of whcni yet pes^osa carta, it is brought in by raiiuls, and 
the rate of carriage uiuy bo as nmeh ns 4 or 5 annas a inuund. CSrain 
may fc&omotiincsj but rert-ly, bu seen loaded on the hacks of bnllccksp 
At all tha towns there ar^ a large number of ciirU plying for hin*, and 
thoHO are at the rogular disposal of the raorchanis and btokera^ A 
number of grante ^"3 also, partieularly Jats from Ludhiansj maku con¬ 
siderable profits ont of the carrying basinese, which LudbiHua Jnta often 
prefer to ihc toilsome enltivution of sugarcaae. 


Section G,—Means of Oominiinications. 


Thfl Wazirabdd-KL4ftewtU BaLIvrav li?aves the main Norlli-WoBtern 
line at Wn^ii^abM mites north of Lahore, ]oming the ^lultan linn at 
Khdoewal miles from Lahore. Ttie length of the whole line from 
Wflzirtib^d to Khanewiil is 201 miles, and in the Oolony proper ubont 
Il3| nriles ftx>ni half way botweeu tfnkbefce and Msrh Belochiu to 
EShorkot Road, the latter btation being just ourside tha boundary of the 
preuL-ut Colony, A list of distances is gtven iu the margin. The railway 

was coinmenced in J895, and 
opened to Lyallpur in 1S96. 
In 1890 it was opened lo 
Tobtt Tek 8ft)gh and linked 
up with IChdnewil in 1000. 
The total cost was R^:. 
77,41,OODj including the cost 
of rolling stock, the uvarage 
cost per mile being Ks. 38,tKMJ, 
and the line pays interest on 
the capital expendituro at 
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the rate of 9—10 percent, on direct profits and nearly 40 per cetiL in- 
clndiiig indireot profits, being the laost profitable lino on the North-Western 
Railway uystetu- The profits on both passenger and goods traffic have 
largely increaBed since 1005i when the weekly earnings of the Ime were 
Rhj. 2S8, of which fonr-nintbs were earned by passenger imffic. Railw'sy 
statistics show that from let July 1902 to 30th June 1003, L0i0j4fi4 
passengers booked io Colony railway statiens, while 1,005,392 left tbeini 
Thfl b^ance in favour of the Colony is of course very ^niall, but it ia no 
indication of the ijioreaeo in pepuEation ms settlors ceme in with their 
carta and families by roadr The export and import trofiic has been 
discutibed above iu Section F under Commerce and Trade. Without the 
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railway it would hhv& boeo uitprly Jmpog^iblo to oxpoffe the etiormous 
quantitj- of prodnco which leaTOS the Cohny every year for KarAolii* 
Even iw the value of his crops to the zamInfUr is ofteu eerionuly 
diBConnted by the considerable diatances from vrhich produce ha^i to h& 
bi-ooght to the railway line, 8tich di^adrantftjTBfl will be obviated by 
the conatriictioTi of the new I in SB. The canal made the Colony poesiblcr 
but it ms the railway which made it a success- 

The Jfich DoAb line which runs through the Jheluin Colony will 
uroiia Ihe OheuAb a few miles north of Jhang and will probably join the 
Waair^bild-KhAnDwiil line at Dharhbilnaj a station nine mcles south of 
Shoikotpottd, This lino has already been coastrncted as far as Sargodha 
and the remaining portion is nndEr oonatructiou. Dharkimna will be include 
ed ia the Chenib Colony if thB Lower Gugciu Extensioua ar& completed. 

Further propo&ala to make a direct lino from Sliiihdara near Lahore to 
iSangla, ii distunca of 5 o '17 anti a chord lino rutming from a point 

near Shekhupura over the Buraia Branch to the WazirAbad*Kb^nowal line 
at DharkliAua are at present under consideration and are likely to be 
carried out. Tlio length of the laitor lino will Imj nteut 12 & milcsj and it iu 
Oi^iininted to pay a return of about 41 per centK on the capital outlay. It is 
also not impoafiible that Sungbi will evoiitnally bo linked op wilh KhushFtb^ 

llefure colonisation the ^vholo Colony was an open plainp acd such 
road* CEisted were only well doGned tracks with the exception of the 
Tonga Mail Bond from Uhichdwatnip on the Luliore-Miilton Hailway line^ 
toJbang^ The road from Gugera through Sanmndari and Gojra [or 
Ghapni as it was then calledl to Jhang wag used by troops going to the 
fronticTj and tlie road from Gugera to Chinlot waB also fairly well knowti^ 
but tho majority of the old roada shown on the iJistnict irieiig were only 
aligoments oonaeotingtho Folice SLattoiia scattered over ihe Bfir. 

When cnloniaatiaii oommoncod most of bho old ulignments vvero 
followed^ an area of 12 keramsor 66 feet being reserved for oach^ and a 
good many ubw onc$ were addedj though in isome cases whe.ro the land 
had to be taken up after tvllotment the width m only & karams or 49^ feet. 
The new toads have OBually boon doared by the ^amhiddra. 


Tho Irrigation Department has made ^omo roads technically called 
Canal Junction roads which connect Canal Inspection houses on different 
dislribataries. These are always 494 fpBt wide, but despito thoii: origin 
they are not now diatipguishftbla from District Board roads. They wore 
cleared by the Irrigation Department. 

In addition to tlie above roads fcbe Jrrigatiou Department has taken 
up land for roads on each side of all the caouls and distributaries. The 
wide canals are admittedly open to the public^ but the position of those 
running alongside diatfibutaTio^ m not yet fully decided^ though they are 
regularly used by iammdfir#- The widlh of canal roada varies, but it Is 
not nflually more than 22 feet.

Hills. The cost of rnKnlliog varies with tho diPtanoo from Ssilnf^la by rail 
and the dislanco froin tho rail. The arera^c OOat of tho roads now beitiu 
made is abont Ha, 7fi00 a tnife. ^iigla stono ih soft and wears very 
quickly tindor tlio heavy traffic ^vhicb posses ever Hopairs will there* 
fore bo both contiDiml and coatly. 

Tbo most important roods are ihoae loading to the various towns^ and 
of tboEo Urn rends soleotod for motallliig oDrry the beaviest traffic, but 
tbere arc many moro roads wbich ought, If posf*Lblo, to be metalled^ the 
differeDce being unly one of degrees of urgency. The roads to the east of 
the line have been the worst cut up by traffic^ beoanse fhe part of the 
Colony occupied by lEnTnigrant colonists who O-BG carts instead of camels 
for tho carriage of prodoco is greater on that side tlian to the west. Tlio 
iDOtalliug of tbo rourl from Klidnudna to Lyalipnr has reduced the eo^t 
of carriage by half an anna a mnund over a distance of eight miles, a vnry 
appreciable difEerence wbon the enormous quantity of traffic is considered- 

Tlie only Provincial Road is tlio Mail Tonga road between Jhung and 
Tuba Teb Singhs but. the cost of Sts maintenance is defrayrd by the 
Disti iet Boardt altliongh it is under the nianagemout of the Public IrVorks 
Department. When Jhang is connt'ctcd by rail vriib tbo WBztrdbdd-Khilne^ 
wAl line it will become an on!iiifiiy District BoaTid road. 

Besides the larger roads above described, tho whole Colony is 
novored by a network of smaller muds which are divi:3ed into two elasses^ 
The inter-villaga or roads am all throe karams or ItJi feet wide, 

and are designed to provide ctimmunicatiiin between village eites^ all 
village sites being linked up by meaiia of such Toads. llic intm-village 
or aoffliadnri roads am all two or 11 feet vvide* lltey provule 

communication from each village t-i all the allotted squares in the Tillage. 
Both classes of roads lilways rnn on lines or diagopak of square:^. Then' 
total length is roughly about miles* They arc all the property ot 

Governmaut and their cultivation is ini offence pnmahabk iiuder the con* 
ditions by the confiscation of the grant of the encpoaclier. This pnnleh- 
mont IS usually coiumtited into a fine. 

The onus of pnivitling culverts for the Provincial and District ronds 
lies with the District Board. Th obc on Canal rrads were mado by ibe 
Irrigntiun Departenent. The cost of oolverts over village and iuTninefrirt 
roads is in tho case of the Jhaug and Giigera Branches borne by the water¬ 
course fund, but on the Hukb Branch ihe inirml rpcnvorieM wero smaller 
and the cost of culvert^? had lo bo ddni} ed by eitra colleclioD&. The 
culverts on minor roads or coiistmetod by there Irrigation Dcpnrtraeijt, 

The Sandal IMr was by no moans well furnished with rest-houses. 
Tho following ia a list of those now eiistiog, eifclusivo of Canal Inspac- 
lion houses:—

A new second cIabs reat-kouse will sliortly 1 m bmlt at Gojra, and it ia 
probable that Cbmict-road will also be provided with similar aeconimodatbn. 

The following is a list of Canal Inapection bouses. Those marked 
with on asterisk oi^ not aetuaUy within the limits of any Coloay viQUta, 
blit ore useful for officera serving in the Colony. All the Inspection 
houses offer excellent aocommodatiOD, and stand iu loruo gardens. The 
Grst class baTC rather larger room-i than the eeoond. They can be used 
by tmTellera with the pennisaion of the Divisional Engineers:— 
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Before colonizfttion there wtre m post-officer in the Bir, but the 
country is now more thickly studded with them than is ordinarily tho 
c&fe m the old l^falricta. The deTetopment has been very rapid and is 
]ikclj to continue. It isof course due to the faot that the vtirb majoritv 
of lie Colony population have iotorrstfi in other Districii^ the number of 
poflt-officea in the portions of the Colony occupied by local tribes being’ 
quite insignificant. 

The adminiatralion of tbe postal eyatem in the Colony is controlled 
by the Sopeiinseudents of the Ciijrdt and Chetidb divisions who are 
directly subordinate te^ tho Postineater Gtneral, The former Division 
Inclndes the KbSngah Dogr^n Tahsil wiih n Q eud Poat Offiee at Gnjrdn- 
wiUp the latter compriies tbe whole of the Jhang District with head 
offices at Ljallpur and Jbang,

Boiidea the sub-oOioeB there are altogether 45 branch offices in 
GujrdnTvAIn nud ICS in Jhang. The idb-officea do all kinds of postal 
worfcj submitting their acoonnts only to the head offices. Tbe branch 
offices are divided into 4 claves acrordiug to the kinds of work which 
they perform * Tho h ighes t cl ops perform al I bu sin ese, incl nding telegra pb s, 
savings hauks^and money ^orders, The3nd class do not do telegraph workj 
and tbe third do not do saviuge-bank work* The lowest class perforni 
only postal duties. 

A considorablo unmber of the branch offices belong to the laat clius^^ 
and arc Euauced by a spbE^idy from, tho Piatrict Bcard^ and officered by 
ext T a-Depart mental officials until each beooiDes self^snpportiiig when it is 
taken over by the Postal Deparimeut and a fresh District Board Office is 
started somewhere else, 'riie District Boards of Jhang and GujtAnwAla 
contribute Rs. G38 and Es. 163 respectively towards the Postal establish- 
menti The extra-DepartioenlBl postmasters are usually officials of othar 
departukonta who get a smalt rtltowaucej varying from Rs* 3to Es^ 8 amonth^ 
for the parformsuce of postal datiea, 

llo^ branch offices dGspatch letters once a day, though a few of 
them only despatch on alternHle days. Bach branch office is subordinate 
to its Own sub-office tbrougli whtcli alt its letters aud busiuess must paBa+ 
Tho p^t is carried by ruiiners who go between 5 and tO mites a day and 
are paid Ks. 0 or Rs. 7 a month. 

During the year 1902*03 a som of Rs. 13^69,484 was remitted by 
moncy-orrfsrs from the CheuAb Colony.

apectivety* The wliola af on cultivated land is made by the 

Irrigation DepartFnetit^ that on town aitea nr village eitcs by the ColoniBa- 
tion Ofheer. The deinaud \s roU^ctod by the Deputy Comntis^ionere o£ 
Jhang and GnjrAtiwdIa in tlaeir eapacity as Oollectors, as^ii^ted by the 
Tahailddra and Naib-Talisildslrs who ape Aasi^tnnt Collt^ctors of the 2iid 
grade. Some revenue citses aro heftrd by the Sub-Divisional Offioar at 
LysHpur and the E^tra A-ssistant Comniisaioi^ere who arc all Assistant 
Collectors of the 1st grade. The mst of the reremae work ia performed 
by tho Coloni^atson Officerp A-s^ist^nt Colon i nation Officer^ Extra Asaistaat 
Colonizatiun Ollierr and Heveouf* E?ttra Aseiatant Commissioner attnohed 
to I he Colony^ asaLitod by tho TaliHildArs and NAib^Tahsildars of the 
various iahsUa> with a Settletnrnt Talisfldir and 5 Settlement Naih- 
Tah&jldAfi^ who are employod nxcltisivoly on ineasufomenU and the pre¬ 
paration of the records-of-rights* 

The Coloni^^ation Oflicer is directfy snhordiaate to the Settlement 
Commissioneri Tho Colonij^Sition OBieor and ilsststant Colonization Ofljcer 
are Deputy Comcniasioaera under Act J il of which governa tonaneiea 
gratited In waste lands* 

Tho criminal admiuistiatlon of the Colony ia directed hy the Distriei 
Magistrate's at Jhang and (a ujrunwAla. I'Kie Sessions Judgefj are Lboso of 
Shrthpnr and Sidikoti 'J’he LyallpuTj Sainundari and ChiuSot Tabstla form 
a separate Sub-Divisionj with a Sixb-Uivisional Oflicer and two other lat 
clan's Mngistmte's. Toe T'ah^iid^ifs exercise 2nd clasa^ and the Naib'- 
'rahfiiidArii 3rd class powers. Tlia oflicer^iof ihe Colonization OfScc are also 
Magi^trate?^ but ^cEdom or never exoroise their powers as such^ Sayyid 
MohdiShahj wfiobus lecently been gazetted aa exercising 3rd class powcis 
iti Gojra towfij is tho only lionofury Magistrate in the Colony, 

The DtEtriot Judges of J hadg and GujninwAlu are subordidale to the 
DsvisioDal Judges id Sliahpur and SiAlkot, respectively. The Snh- 
Divibional Officer and Exipa A^^iatunt CommisHionerg at Lyallpur are Isfc 
ctaas MuDFii^a^ and 2uil closa ^lunaiffg are posted at Ljallpur^p (Jhiiiiot uod 
Khiingah DogrAn, apart fri^m those at Dietrict bead-quarturg* The Tatsil- 
dArg nijno are 3rd class MunsifTs. 

There are a few grants subject to Deputy CorumiAsionOrg ftg Caiiris 
of Wards J but they are all gin all and only ceme under the Courts of 
Wards ut all as beiog appanages of ancestral properly in the pdeses- 
giouof their owners elsewhere. 

The police arc aduiiuisterod by the District Superintendents of 
PoUco of Jhang and liujrATiwAia. There is also an Assistant District 
BSupei iulcndent of Police at Lyaljpur in charge of tho Lyal Ip nr Police 
bub-Division, which cola didos with the Magisterial Sub-Division* 

The Civil Sui^oou of Ly all pur is the SnpsrSntendent of the Jail. 

'fhe Iridgitioii p^partuiocit in tho Colony ia c oil I rolled by the 
Suporintending Eugineor, CheuAb Canal, who^e presont head^quarters 
at LAliore will ahorUy bs traosferrdd to Lyallpur. In the Colony there 
are 4 Executive Dlvisioos, iiiid a ^th will shoitly bx ai>iodi. All tho Execu« 
tivo Enginoera of the Colony Divlaioa^ reside at Lyallpur. To each 
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ExecntiTe Diirisiai:^ are attached ^ or 4 S^b'Dm?^iotl8; the Sab-Divisional 
Officers residiog at fche places alter which their Sub-Divisioiia are naraed^ 
except these of Amipur aud Uqb^lea who hare their head-quarters at 
Lyallpnr* 

The Lyallpur Execativo Divission h sabject to tho roatrol of tho 
Suporintendiag Eagineer of the lat or Riwalpindi Circle. The Exacotive 
Engineer ha8 h^s headH|iiarters at Ljallpur. For details see Chapter Ill F. 

Section B^—Civil and Criminal Justice- 

Serious critae of a violent nature is not very prevalent in the Colony 
though owing to the muclure of juriadintiotis it is not possible to give 
statbtios. taight be expected cattle-Uftiug is the most comteon 
oriiuOj followed by house-breaking, but the two offences in reality are 
frequently BjnonjmooSt tho second being often but a necessary preli¬ 
minary to the firsts 

In Lfae Jhang District the principal criminals are MasalliA (swcopera 
converted to from the Rjivi, Bswarias,, and S4iisfi'^ who are 

sometimee harboured by granteea who take a share of tho profile. 
Jfeomen uro the principal offenders ia this respect^ though they do not 
usual I j eomtnit aotiva crime Ihomselves^ A cortsiderable proportioii of 
the oattle-thefU which occur amongst the old nomad population are 
oocaeioned by bored itary feuds. 

Reports of murder are commoD^ when a wife bus been abducted, 
Tbo aggrieved husband raports that she has been murdered for the 
sake of the valaablo jewellery which adorned her. This is really a mere 
dodge for regaining the wife with the aid of the police. 

At one time Lyallpur city used to bo invested with gangs of crimU 
nak from foreign distrieta who revelled in lU srafo of nnprotoction^ but 
these excursions no longer offer the same inducements since tlie town 
has been properly policed. 

The state of crime in the Khingah Dogntn Tahsil Is similar to 
that in the rest of the Colony and as committed by the same classesj 
with the additional factor of the Hindu Jat Virks in the vilfagea 
between Sbokhupura and Milniirtwrilaj who have for years increHsrd their 
income by looting zamindar^ on their way to and from the Colony, 
The villages of KMridnwAla, Ohikki, and Feraxo have accordingly been 
recently saddled with pnoittvo posts^ 

Some of tbo ThAnsts in the Colony arc of qaito rocent date^ and 
it is certain that dining the earlier years of settlement a very large 
proportion of the a rime was novor reported at all. Reports ar^ now 
made more regularly and promptlyi hut roUtiyely to tho increase of the 
populatiocL^ crime is decressing. The grantees theiUBelvos are well off 
and have now little or no rsason to commit the cattle thefts^ whitdi were 
tbo hereditary occupation of so many of tbenii and tbe moa who now 
give tho police the most assistauce iu the detection of crime and tho 
recovery of stolen property are the very men who ware once the greatest 
thieves thomsalves. Tho most nciorioua grantee criminQb are tho 
Kbarrahio Maur.a 425| Gugera Hraneh^ and the Bilcchea cf Jhoks Niir 
Mahram and Aqila Hyfila in the Jhang Tahsi], These Bilochea do not 
hold grants on camel service terms, The lamb{ird4ri square system haa 
proved of ienmeuso agsistanc© in dealing with crimo when ^JCfconed bj 
responsible meUj as the diemUaal of a iutnharfftlr usually involves the 
loss of a wquarOj a power En I sedative for those who might other wise be 
ready to sin themaBlves*

Afl the CTeftt majority of the graats in the Colony are iaalienabla the 
number of land suits i» eatremely small, but they are scnnetimea brought 
by persons who bare come to the Colony on being promised a snare in 
grants by the actual gmnteeg. Their proper remedy is of courw a suit 
for oompeusatioTi. The mojority of the ci«l cases lu the Colony are 
eitbcf coBunercisl op suita for the re payment of The (greater 

otiiiibep of the conuneroial caeea are* howover* settled oafc of court s 

Lyallpur has a full complement of barristers aocl pleaders, bat they 
are not usually oYer-burdened with work, and bat few of them enjoy 
even a moderate practice. Petition ‘Writers are both auiDeroos and busy, 

Tho Deputy Commlsaionera are the Registrars, all the TahsUd^a 
being Sub-Kegistrars. There are no non-official Sub-Regtatrars, The 
priucipat docameute registered are wills, deeds of sale of property in 
towns, and powers of attorney. 

Section C—LandBevenne. 

The Colony is a vast system of squaro built up by Eevenaa officisls 
on the base lines laid with a theodolite by the Irrigation DeparttuenL On 
the Rakh and Jhang Branchse there ate aeroral base lines, while on the 

Bhowsua Branch of the latter 
the namber is excessive . The 
whole of the Gngera Branch 
with the exceptioB of a few 
scattered maurot is oii one iiftia 
line only. Theoretically each eqaaro is a rectaogaikr figure i^lth aidea oi 
200 karam^ qp r,100 feet. The fenglh of a karam h 5 feet 6 inches* 
The area of a aqiitire^ ia 27-78 and ihe ?qaaire is the umt ol allot- 

mint* Ko regular subdivision of a squ'ira was origmallj contemplated, 
with the result that grantees at onco began to make irregular fields wuhia 
their squiTCS. Captain Popham Young then happily dcfiard a system 
(called fci(fn&aJidt) of dividing each square into 25 small eqoafoa [killix] each 
220 feet by 220 feet, the erea being 1 18 marla^* Atfirat 

he eiperleuced great difficulty lu getting the small squares aetuslly 
doroaTCAted on tbe grouud, but before long the landholder htmsalf 
realized tho value of baviag regular fiplda whose area he kiiewp ae he wufi 
thus easily enabled to chock the aeeo^suiont on each field. The ajetom 
ha^? proved itself no less valnable to ihe ad mini et ration for purposea of 
assesAmentj becauae the kitla or the half iiBa arc themBelvca the EeMaj 
and there *a no need to meaBaro each field at each crop as would 
otherwise bo done in a ftnetoating as^iOftsmenL Cheeking the work of 
subordinates ia also eitorincusly feciliUtod, and the general saving of 
time incalculahle* KilUihandi ia now btadiog on all colonists, and they 
have been roeently tnadt" liable to a peoaltj under ralo 32 of Act VIl of 
1873, tThe Canal and Drainage Act) for failure to preserve thoir a mail 
square boundaries or to cultivate in aceofdauce with them* 

Aa a result of the experienco gained in the ChenAb Colony the aapj 
aysiem has been extended to the Jhetam Cauah It is also being carried 
out with the coceeut of the people in tho canal irrigated tract of tho 
QujTAuwila District which is now under reeottlouLeciti and it hai roceutly 
beeumade a condition prior to the grant ot canal water iu alt proprietary 
villagfiH on the Jhoiutu Canal and tu each villagae on the Chenib Canal 
as had not proviously obtained irrtgatiou. Lastly, the square and 
eyfitem taken together render boundary disputes almost impoasiDle^ and 
if tiliey do occur their solntioi:i ie easy*

On the Hnkh and Mifln 
Ali branchCfl this aseessnieDt remains in force up till tha Ist of April 1912 
and thera^ter until it is altered by the Pnnjnb Government, bet it was 
rightlv not considered necessary to give such liberal terms to the settlers 
who obtamed grants on the later branches whan the Colony was an 
established success. Consequently on the J hang and Gixgera Branches the 
land revenue end owners’ rate may h» re-aasessed after the first period 
of 10 years. It is quite possible therefore that on these Branches the pcole 
of owners’ rate may be altered before it is ever Botuslly impoaed, On all 
three branches mdlikiina romains Used at As. 9 per acre for the second 
period of 10 years, but it is altogether remitted in the ease of any 
grantee who acquires proprietary rights as soon as such rights are 
acquired, aud in the esse of grantees who have acquired occupancy 
it can never ho assessed at a higher rate than 50 per cent, on land 
revenue and owners’ rale combined.

Thus a ziJIadrir of the Catial nepartment oouLd overrule the 
order of the Colledor. This syatein was of coqreo bopeleae^ and after 
prolonged discnssion a now set of remisiioo rules Ime been sanctioued^ 
which will be fonnd in Appendix 12.

the survey fund, the enhancpd rate of the nmount paid to the Irrigation 
Departmetit admitting oF the oonstructron of watpr-coursea for each square* 
iuRiend of only tlie main water-conrscfi as in this case of the Rakh Branchy 
yillflgosj and also of tbs majority of tho village culverts, 'riio increased 
rate lor the coat of survoy was levied in order to mtafc tim addiiiooal ex* 
psnse inenrred over kiltahandi. In 1902 tbe ratea were again rsised* in 
order to leave no donbt as to the auftioiimcy of the funds for the oon- 
Btrnction of culverts^ and on tho extension a of the canal the acreage rate

A brief description will now bc giveu of the main t^uuraa in force 
in the Colony^ which aro all tenancioa for h period of 20 years uuleaa or 
uuti! occapancy or proprietary rights arc acquired in the intertaL The

Tho area of a eapitaliat grant ordiiiaTily ranges from 0 to 20 
equaroH. 

Tb» nazrdna is payable on entry at tho rata of as many rnpcps per 
acre as thcra are iutagrml squares in a grant, subject to a minmnnn of 
Ks- 10 per acre. 

Capitalist grantees also a pay fixed sum of 0 annas par acre for the 
wood ou their estates. 

They can acquire proprietary rights after the lapse of 5 yean 
provided thftt th^y have fulfilled ihe conditions of their g^ts oa pay. 
uicnt of Rh». 20*1 d per acre. That is to say, that a capit^ist can obtaio 
full proprietarv right over his grant at a maKimnfii rate of Rg* 40*10 
per acre iticlusivo of aasrdtia, while the sale value of the land areragea 
nearly Rs. 100 per acre* Tho purchase-money may bo pBid either in a 
tump enm or in 5 instalments lasting over a paricHl of 5 years. In tho 
latter case in lores t is charged ai tho rate of 0^ per cent., but the a^gess- 
mant of is romitted nftor the payment ol tho first iusialmejati 
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Subjeob to the orders of Governmenti tho disposal of cnpita^list grants 
IS ID the hBiids of the Fimncial CoramiRgioneTj if hose prnqticie it wjia 
formerly to mnko grants on t!ia rooommeodationB of Drpnty Com- 
missHooers and Comtniaaioners. More recently a syatem has been adopted 
cif allotting a died number of sqaares to Heads of Departmenls whose 
ntcooiniPTipationfl are submitted to the Financial CorntnisaioDer for sanc¬ 
tion* JDiatrletj race, oaabe and religiaa are immaterial, but in the case 
of HatrerdiEiedt servants grant-O are now not made iiDlies& the gran lee haa 
already retired, or is shorrty about to retire, from OoTcrnment Bprf ioe, 
tboogh capitalists are not bound to reside in perEion* Formerly it was 
qnilo common to gi^e grants oF 20 sqUHrea, but the nsnal grant is now 
owly 0 , and granta are seldom made to other than Govern me nt acrvant* 
thongh at one time the field of selection was mnch wider* 

Special-^reward granleea are usnally native ofiicers of the Indian Ariiiy 
who obtain jsrants of land in lien of under the orders of the 

Governtnent of India in the Military Department, Under existing orders 
wJiich were framed at a time when tho value of land in the Chen&h 
Colony was more or leas an unknown quantity, an area of 8 aqnaE^es was 
taken to be the equivalent of a joj'iV of lis. 400 per anantn. T^io grantees 
aro subject to the ordinary capitalist conditiona but they pay no nsrrdnUj 
and can obtftin propriotary rights after 5 ycara without payment on ths^ir 
fhlfilment of tho renditions. 


There have boon three auction ealea of culfcurable land in the Colony* 
The first took place on 5th March iB92 when 8^783 acres wore sold at an 
averfl(?oprioo of U^. 4S-6 ppracro^ tho land aisctioaGd being in the Khdngah 
Dogrin Tahsi J. The second was held on 16th and I7th January 1899, the 
land selected being close to LyaUpur- The area sold was 5^107 acres at 
an average of Rs, 134 per acre. In 1900 9,913 acroa were sold by anctioc 
on the Gugf^ra Branch, Somo poor land wms purposely chosen and one 
whole namely M. 316 Gu^era Branch, only fetched an average of 

Rs, 30 per acre, though this Eum was a good deal raoro than it was worthy 
The averugo price obtained for the whole sale was Us* 109-14-2 per acre, 
the highest average for any one village being Ks. 142 per aero in M. 29 G. 

So fur 03 conditions are oonceroed auction purchMsers are on practically 
the same footing as capitalist gruntrea who have aoquirod proprietary 
rights.

their grants apart fiom the incdma which can be uerired from tbenij and 
they are the last men to whom it ia pesfeiblo to look for anything iu the 
shape of improiretnenb or expenditure of capitah They can hardly there¬ 
fore be said to have fulfilled theobject of their i^i-kol ion- Many oapilaliit*^ 
are Pro?iiicial or Diri^ioiial Darbdris and they once mustered in force 
at a DarMr hold at Lyaljpar by Sir Maekworth Yoang, K.C. S*I.^a3 
Lientenaiit-G-ovemorj in 190u, but they have absolutely no infiuencn in the 
Colony^ and Sayyid Mohdi Shah is their only represeiitative on the list of 
candidate suifddr#. 

Military pensioners may obtain either yooman or peasant grants. The 
larger grants bavo generally been given only to nuiive officers and the 
smaller nsusUy to non-com missioned officersj though numerona privates 
buve rocoivod them and a goc’d tnsnj natlva officers have tahea peasant 
graiit:^. At first all such grants were made by the Financial Commis¬ 
sioner on the recoinmeudatiooB of the MQitary Department Lalcr^ at iho 
time of tbe allotment of the Gugera Branchy a lump area was placed at 
the disposal of tho Commaoder-in-Chief who divided it amougBt all the 
native regiment^ anil baiterice which reertitt in tho Pnniab. Each Com- 
mabdiDg Officer thd^ obtained a fixed number of yconmn and peasant 
grauta wliicli he could distribute bg he liked^ subject to the proviBo that 
th« grantee muit he a natire of the Pmi^jub or its dependeDt states^ of 
agricultunst statu^j and have served not leas than 19 years, orp in the ease 
of the Madras ami Bombay Commands^ 17 years^ The Coloaieatiod Officer 

empowered to reject gran tees who did not fulfil these oonditions. 
All grantees arc bound to retire hh soon as they have qoabfied for tho 
pension on the coinplotiod of 2J years' Bervice^ ihongb fmmerous exoep- 
lions have been made. Native officera with long servico hftve asnally 
been allowed to complete their time for their flccoud pension. Military 
ponsionerff are not very satisfactory colonials* They have done thair msl 
life's work and like to rest on their laurels though a few of them have be¬ 
come capsble and energetic The Amritaar District ia the home 

of the iu&jorjEy of them, mid most of them are Sikh Jats. It ia no longer 
possible tossy exactly hew niDch land has been nllotted to military pau- 
eioners. Thaj belong to the ssme classes as most of tho other grnntaea 
in whom they are being rapidly merged^ and as tho terma on which they 
hold land are identical with those of ordinary yeomen nod peasants it la 
unnecessary further to diaensa them separately. 

Grants to the Pun jab Police werenotmade nniil the time of the Qngei-a 
Branch allotmeat when the tuspector-Gcccr&l of Pol ice whs gsvoti a fixed nq m- 
ber of yeoinao and peasant grants for membcTS of hia force. mujqn- 

df«^tbe same procednre wse followed as in tho case of military pensioners. 

The area of a jnomaq grant was originally fixed at cUhor 4 or 5 
■quareSj though a few smaller grants have been oiado. 

The^iu^ruizu is paid at a uniform rate of fi per acrOi payable in two 
instalmenta, the lat at allotment, tho gad after a period of 5 yoar^* 

Y'eomca can purohaae proprietai^ rights on the same terma as capitalists, 
but on the Gugcra Branch they have no right to aliouato them without 
tho prorious sanction of the Financial GommisaioDor* 

TcoiEian granteei may bo drawn from any Diatriot in the Punjab pi^ 
Tided that they Iwlong to an agriculturist tribo- At a fimo^whon capit^iel 
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grants w^-m goixt^ cIiGap^ yeoman grants were still more to obtain by 
men who often bad but etwall qnaliGcations to net ns th* lenders of an agri- 
Onltural conunnniiv^ At first tlio Finnnciai C'^tuinissionei* made the grants 
on tlse reconimnndatloEis of Di^puiy Uroiniuibsiouers and Couimis&ioners, At 
the time of tbe main Gugera Branch allotment ihe granteeB were similarly 
seloctod by the Sottlement CommissioDer. Now they are Hgain &anctionod 
by the Financial Commissioner in the same way a$ capitalist grautees- 

Yeomen, incluai^o of military ponsioners, holi altogether 142^409 aores« 
Hindg data 5^p24'^ aoresp Mufaalman Jats 20^070 acres^ and MusHEmAn Eaj- 
pfils 10jS33 acreSj are the main agricnltiiri^i irihea which hold the targeat 
areas. The iuteotien was that all yBomea ehoulil bo realagricnlturiats, bnfc 
this rule has not always been observed ill practico, and for thb ressuo a 
considerable proportion of them cannot be cIiissiBed noder tho main Punjab 
tribes^ They eotne from ail Districts and include a considerable number of 
pensioned native officers. 

Yeomen as a rale are not satisfactory colotiiata. Their wboleple absen- 
toeiam on the hakh Branch led to tho ipsertioo of a dow erudition on the 
Jhang and Gagera Branchca to the effect that they rau-St reside in porBom 
Few of them, however, do so willingly iiud acDnsidorable number havo been 
specially exempted from residence. So far from their fnitilling the expeo 
taricn that they would prove useful as leaders of ibo colonists and rural 
notables^ thoy am but scantily rep resented on the list of candidate 
which is almost monopolised by peasant- grantees. 

The area of a peasant grant was lirst fixed at from half-'a-scraare too 
squares. Ealf-a-sqtiare is really too smallp and a whole square nos been 
ih& tnost usiial grant. There aro a nuintiep of grantees with 2 squares 
oachj bntgenarally in vidagOS whore there was at one time or other a diffi- 
cnlty in getting the land taken up. Few peasants hold 3 squares os each» 
In the vast majority of cases each peasant grant has been given to a 
separate individualj though a systetn ol joint peasant granta has been 
tried in tho case of some of tbugmotoes from Molten and Jhang^ bat the 
expurimeDt has proved unsatisfactory. In tho case of some Montgomery 
granteesi peasant grants of an area as email as 3 fciiiosi or a little over 3 
acres bavu been given, ’’niesc grants^ agninj are not a succat^p 

Tbe peasant grantee pays nothing for his land; though he bos tc defray 
tho cost of its sorvoy and ihe cost of construction of watcr-coursos like other 
grantees. 

Ho can nevDC purchase or alienato bis laud, but if he fulSlli thecon^ 
ditioDS of tho grant, be can acquire occupancy rights nfter tbe lapse of o 
yeajs, withont any paymootp 

The selection of peasant grantees was originally coufiued to Jats^ 
Kamhohflp Ardins and ^ainis of tbe H conjeated District* namely, AmnCsarp 
Gurddspur^ SiAlh^^t, Hoshiarpur, Jullundur^ Liidhidtifi nud Ambdla^ but 
enbsequent exceptiuna have Ijcou made in favour of LaliorOj GiijrAt and 
lliiiuwAli, while GnjarH and PatliAus were added ^ the list of castes 

which might bo chosen with the sanction of the Financial Commissioner* 
Subject to such general orders as might frotn time to time issue it was left 
to the Colonization Officer to send lor and the Deputy ComoiisBionerof each 
District to select upon Buch requisition tho necossaiy number of settlers of 
the required caste and religion. The power of selection was not always 
very carefulty oiorcised, and there is no doubt that a good many persons 
obtained grants who should never have rocoived them. The rules now 
iu force prohibit the selection of Govornment servants, while luTnitai'daTi 
may not be sjolootied unless they are re tdy to rsaiga tlieic appointments. 
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The peasant colonists from tho cotigeiited Dselricta form tlio most CHAPJHC 
importaut part of the agriculturist populatioa mid hold tbo great bulk of Rit#- 
the land, though o^ving to iho Bllotment to tnilitnry penHionfitfl, all the 
Districts oftho Ptitijnb and Froniier Province with the ejcceptiona of iBnniKcmat 
Dalhi, Dora GMzi Khan and Simla have provided peasant settler^p and 
nU of them do not belong to the selected castes. Peasant seitlera, of 
ooQTiie, vary io their capacity as ngriciiltnrists acOOrdidg to their District, 
oastOj and religion^ bat taking them all in all they have proved ihemselvea 
very efficient as coloaiats, and it may well bo doubted irhother any other 
province in India could have furwbed such a useful body of imicigranla 
to a Coiopy of this eiao. The followiag ntatement ahows in acres the areas 
allotted to the peasant grantees of each foreign District which has conlri- 
bnted any considcrabls number of settlers: — 
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Bar ttooixulfl and Hithiiria from Iba neighbouring Districts of Jhang, 
^Tnutgouierv and Wultfin, hold tboir grants On the same terroa os other 
pasant colonists, tboogh the HitbAria who were given small areas jointly 
have bcon pxempled generally from tho condition of rosidonce* 


The telectioa of the Ddr nomads, who hold 253,752 acree as peasants, 
has boon one of tho most troublcsoine deities of the Colonization OfBcer, 
who has been loca.1 knowledge, partly by tho OHsever- 

nrione of sotWitai and Jieadnmn, and partly again by ibo very s^nty records 
of ifnit^honse-tnz payiJtonts, and the Consus of 189L Sometitnes also tbo 
records of criminal eo«oa gave considernblo assistance, nnd tho spectaclo of 
a man proving biinself to hnvo been convicted of crime in the Bitr, m 
order to substantiate a claim to residence there, was by no mean a un- 
common, conviction being no bar to a grant. It has always been tbo 
practice to give tho claimant tho benefit of a doubt, and a great many 
praons who were not real nomads havo, nnquestxonnbiy, obtaiood grants. 
Tliis, however, is a fault on tho right side. Tho scale of peasant grant 
usually applied iii tho courso of Jdoglis has heoti one half eqnaro for each 
male of tbo yonog generation. A few Jdnglis hold yeoman grants. 

HuhSris, who hold 127,002 acre a as peasants, were selected by 
Deputy Commissioiiora in the same way as peasant graoteea from congests 
cd Dialricta, A large nuiaber of tLo rural notables^ of dhaiig, BlonU 
gotnery and Milltlu are absentee yeoman gmuteea. Janglis and UitbAris 
are more fully disousaed in Chapter I, C (h). 

Capitalinta and yeomen had obtained full proprietary rights over an 
urea of 12,970 acres np to tho end of September 1908, and had paid one or 
more inBUlments of the purchase moaHV for a farther area of 5,753 acres. 
Until quite recently grantees have ahown little desire to become early 
proprietors, the reason bring that the amount of tho niulifcdtil from tho 
payment ef which they become exempt is equal to Usi than 2 per cent, on 
the amount of purekaso money even if the whole area of tho grant is 
cultivated and assessed overy year, Except the re fore to persona who wish 
to sell their land, thero is little obvions advantage in the acquisition of 
proprietary rights until the term of the tenancy (20 years) is about to 
expire. 

Occupnnoy rights have already been ncqnired by peasant grantees 
over 585,081 acres on the Babb and Jhnng Branches; and tbey will 
shortly bo granted over a l«r(^ area on the G-iig**ra Branch. Their 
uennisition confers do eortsin or inimeiHato benefit. It niorely shows that 
the grantee bus either fulfilled the condiuons of the grant or has at least 
i-inded detection if ho has not. Bat tho grantoo is itiU bound to reside, 
and flubsequeot failare to fulfil tho conditions of tho grant would still 
render it liable to confiscation. 

The acquisition of proprietary or occupancy rights however, imposes 
roilrictions on tbo power of the Deputy Commisaioner to resume land for 
roads, railways, water^course^, etc., vide the statemant of conditions.

In order, therefore, to oompenaate the 
Bilocbes for lliB more onepaa nature of their conditiona, the initial grant 
was fixed nt ono Muare for the first esmol registered by any graatoo who 
would ctberwjsfl have received land as a Bir nomnd. For every »d- 
ibe gmnt hulf a s^qaar^, ih^ same area beiiig allottoa 
for all camels prado^ by Biloches who wore not entitled to considoratiod 
ns Domsds of the bandai Bfir, but the area hold by the latter class is small. 
It was r^gniaod that it would be impoasible tomamtain service conditions 
for nny length of time if the grants could be indefinitely sdbdivided on 
succession. Consequently, on the death of any gmntoe, the Deputv Cotn- 
iLissioner is empowered to select one or more heirs iu whose name the irrant 
will he contimied. It was originally anticipated that succession by 
seleclioo would prove verj* unpopnlar, hat although a good many cases have 
already occurred, no objections have hoeu made. In practica this rule will 
ordinarily resolve itself into primogeniture, and if the Camel Corps are to 
continue u is absolulely necessary that it shonU be stringenlly maintnined. 
The grants aro nominally leases for a term of £0 years, but they ar© renewable 
OD th© expiry of ©acli term, though occupancy rights cannot he acquired, 
bach grantee is bound to produce Itis caaieU on 15 days' ualice in the case 
or war service and of one month’s nolice in any other ease, and to provide 
at the seme time iiti attendant {swnrJn) for every three or leas number 
of camels. Surwans are enlisted under the Indian Articloa Of War for a 
period of two years. On war service each comol is paid for at the rate of 
Be. 18 per monflero. Free rations and clotbiuga for the taritdns are also 
provided. At other times, c.j., during the aimoal training, a wage of Ks, 7 
par ■trasev) )s given. Camels for touring purposes may be obtained at this 
rate on gmug due notice to th© liegistration Officer. Tb© grantees have 
the pri vilege of free grosing not only for their registered camels but also for 
four other cnmela in respect of each rcgisieTOd camel in nil unappropriated 
Government w^te or unclassed forests iu the Districts of Jhang, Montgomery 
and Multan, ^^eyare also allowed free grazing in the Canal Escapes 
Ihe Irrjgotion Department at BochiAna, Rodfikoru and Bhdgat. ^ 

/'u tJamol ServlcB Estates are called "Camel 

Chandtois. They are bound to perform all the doLiee of an ordinarv 
fowharrfrtr and are also generally rosponaible for the observancoof aervjc© 
oondiiioiis by the cumfl-servies grantees in their estates. Their most 
onerous duty is that of sopplymg, when necessary, any deficiency iu tb© 
number of eumelB or attendants caused by the default of any camel- 
owuing tenant uEdtr their supervision. Camel Chaudhris as such do not 
regu ar yprovt e camels themBelTcs, but most of theiu are also camehservice 
tooante and aj! will ultimately become so. This remark requires eomo 
explauation. The fact is that the membsra of the youngest generation 
of males have throughout been selected ascamel-servico grantees, inordov 
to postpone any auocoHaiou diEeulties ns long as posBibl© and gradually to

IJie graoteos are themaolvea selocted bf Ihe CobniaatJon Officer, ??•*. .. 
vythwlioin teats the power of fine aud confiacation. etc., for uon-folfilment traiito. 
of the ooaditions. The camels are passed and registered by a Registration 
Officer, ^ho abo enlists the tartc^ns, and holds togaJar mapoctions of the 
camob. Only male camels bet nr een the ages of fi ami 14 are reoistered. 

On reaeliiiip the latter age they are cast. Their avorago girth measure is 
7 feet 9 inches and moat of them are capable of carrying far heavier bads 
than o maun is, the weight which ihey carry on sorvica. The head¬ 
quarters of the Registration Officer are at Ly all par. Tlia appointment 
has been held by Captain H. A, P. Lindsay, I.A., of the Supply and 
Transport Corps, since tho Camel Corps were first formed in 1900. There 
are three whole Camel Corps, the 59th, COth and Gist, with head-qqartera 
at Rurdla, Knnjnitni and Soiiiiri, respectively. Each fa in the immediate 
charge of a KeeaidSr, as'‘isted by a da/utidr, a salitri and a clerk. A 
Camel Corps consists of l.OGScamels, wliich are again divided intoStreopa, 

4 of 123 and 4 qf 120 camels, and a depit troop of 9G eameJs, In additieii 
to the three full carps there is an iDCOmpleto corps, not ret separately 
officered, of 423 camels. It is intended to complete the 4tli corps and 
form a hilt and Gth by further allotments on tho future ostoosioDS of the 
Gngera Branch, provided the extensions are themselves sanctionod. 

In 1901 the 60th corps was sent to the Maheud Blockade where it 
neqaitted itself very creditably, and in 1903 the 59th corps was despatched 
to Delhi to assist iu the manoeuvres which preceded the Dnrbiir, In years 
when corps are not called ont for Government service, they are embodied 
for an aunuol training which lasts for fifteen days. On all sneh occasions 
special Command HD ts and nntlre officers are altscheJ to each corps, tho 
regular establish me nt remaining in charge of the depots. 

Tho scheme has hitherto worked very well. The only possible radical 
difficulty is the deficiency of grasiiig which will become more marked 
whoa I be Montgomery Bdr is irrigated, ilost of the female camels are 
kept th«>reat prosont. But a grasing area of 20 per cent, hes been kept in 
all Camol-Servive Estates inoludiug those on rxlenaionsoftlie canal where it 
is erdinarity 10 per cent, and it is not nnrcasonablo to expect that the 
OAmelaw'iil accustom themselves gradually to a Certain auioent of fodder- 
feeding without detriment to their condition. Thi> Bibch will alwayasetse 
on the most flimsy excuse for evasion of his conditions, but if they are 
rigidly anforoed it will probably be found that the difficolty will evaporate. 

The great majority of Biloch grautecs are not yet scIf-cultivatiDg, This 
ia partly due to their bahitual Jaiioess and partly to the foot that most of 
them ore at present sufficiently well off to nflord tho luxury of ten sots. 

Some of thorn havo already got into debt through their Isxiress and extras 
vaganco, but this condition is by no means general while en the other hand 
ssIf-CultivatioR is being slowly adopted. The Service Conditions aro now 
much better observed than was the esse at first. The camels arO not 
overworked and number of defaulters is inconsidorabte. The following is a

Wo 
ebarge waa made tor the land itself which is held under special conditions, 
bv which lacd retenne, mriitlp «« nud cesses are waved entirely, and 
owner’s rate will be imposed after U instead of 10 years. ^ The only demand 
therefore which is paid by the stud farma is occupiers rslM on the 
ordinary scale, for which the usual remissions were granted. _ A |PBCIbL 
water-rate of He. 1-4 per acre for each crop has been sanctioned up to 
Augu9tl&04for cavalry atud-farm grass paddocks. 

Ttie stud farras are designed to help in meeting tho grent difficulty 
euMrienccd by native regiments in obtsining a stifHoicnt anpoly of good 
rcLnnls, from SJ to Ak a price which their ej an da funds can 

wfiord to pay. Eicellent buildings, stables and paddocks have been made 
ip all the farms, and the experiment should be amply justified by the ms alt. 

When choosing settlers for peasant gracta. Deputy Commissioners 
selected oae or more leaders or sargarohi as the most mHuentinl nr 
onlerprising memboTs of each group of colemsts and despatched them m 
advance of the main body to view the laud offered to themaolvea and their 
followinEr. It was generally anticipated that ia the crdiniry couraa Ot 
event! such .atgaJhs would become the fainftarAirr of the new villagci., 
and in order to oinphaBise their position and reward them for the trouble 
thev might be put to, they were frequently recommended for and given an 
additional square, as a part of ibeir peasant holding. 

Some of the original sar^aroAr, however, received oo Buclt-extra grants. 

In other casea ibey aid net prove suitaye selections an wt^ no appem - 
ed as iomlardsfs. Accordingly, the Co onisation Officer himself Upp.r Jhaa^ 

the prectice of making allotments of additioca squares to such famhnrdaiw 
us La not received tbem as raryuroK but like the grants to sorparoH 
those made lo lambarMfi on appointment weretreatedasgrantsonpess- 
lureenaitions and merged in the present bclJiogs.

They also ensiiro that the /afli&arddr, whoavor he iSjWill always bo in a con¬ 
dition of comparative affinence^ a state of affairs wrhich by no means prevails 
overj where iu the Province- 

In aoteat prnctico departure is seldom made from tlie regnlar 
line of successionj and in ordinary eases the next heir is usually 
appointed unless there is some strong reason for the contrary, 
CoDsiderable utrifa ia thereby avoidcdi and tba auccoesion of the heir ifl in 
conformi^ with the gflnernl predilectionB of the people themselves. There 
are, moreover^ other reasons id favour of it- When in oonrse of time 
peasant ^nts bocouia uoduly subdivided it will genomliy bo the lujnbarddr 
who is able to give his eons the best training and edacationf whitoj nulesa 
the prohibition against alienation witbiu certaio Itmita i@ removed, ha alone 
will have the opporttinity of rising saperior to the sordid cares occasioned 
by excessive partition and the grim struggle for immediate esiatenco. 
Eiioh pucc^sfilve lamhardur again will bo the son of a father who bups at 
least escaped coiivictiDn for any sorioas crime, and in such circumstances it 
is perhaps not wholly idle to hope that there will be a tendency fer 
^am&ardJr^ to be Koiuswbpt loss criminid and more capable than the 
general run of peasants. At the same time that the new system of 
Jaeiharduri grants was introdneed, that of making advance lamharddn 
grants to aor^arohs was abolished ag a natural corullary. 

Farther, the iamiard^rj on the Eakb aud Uppor Jbang Brunches 
arc now being induced to port with half of thoir j^nl^ardari grants by 
nioane of tho allotment of a whole square On iamSardari conditions, 
which will therefore become ultimately applicable to all pensaut lamhoLT- 
dirs in the Colooj, 

CrtpiEalists ntid jcomeu do pot receive iawiiaf d«iri i^rauts, beenn^a they 
can alienate their lanila after thoacquiaition oipropriolnTy riglila, nud there 
is not the same rrawo to anticipate morcelkment" as in a peasant villnge. 
There is morvover, the very practical reason that in estates lield by such 
grantees there is usnally no vacant area from which such allotments could 
be made even if they were considered dcairuhle. For all original tambar* 
ddri appointments tlipre has been the keenest possible competition. 
Peasants, yeomen and capitaliet?! alike have just jostled one Another in 
order to secure selecrioti, rliouf^li in tlm cise of ihe last daas where tlio 
size of the gnint rvaaoaably admittud of it, each capitalist was uanally 
aQpoinUd as /utahartlnV of his onru aquarcs* 

Recently, when SnUletiiciit C^mmiaf,toner, Mr. Jumos Wihsoiij C. S, I., 
proposed the application of a mule iireeding condition toall iaiJiburddH 
granU, the GoTcmmcnt of India in the Milituiy Department being 
appareutly quite as eager for mules as for leinomits. Thu propofln.1 
conditions have net yd received ^auction, and li'giahitiun wimld 
be Tcqaired lo apply th'-m to grunts already nmdo, huL they ura 
ah%ady being tentatively miplitd lo all wlm h-ave not

Lyullpur, named after bir Jamies Lyall, K-C*SJ., laie LientenBiit- 
Governor of the Pno|itbj was founded lu 1895. The town was designed by 
Captain Pepham Young, CJ.E., in the form of a square with 3 baz«irs 
raaiHtiug from a central thaunk^ the main design coreriug an area of 
about 110 acres, or 4 nquares^ with room for extension on the 
tiorth-wesft and south-weatp Moat of tho sitea ia the original town and soma 
also in thaextoi-aion have now been sold and have realised altogether 
Rs. 2,32,225. Lyallpur bteame a second elaa^ muijtcipaliiy in 1899 and 
has now 12 members^ 4 of whom are official namely the Cobnization 
Officer who is ala^i PresidoDt, the TahsildAr who is Vice-Prreideut and 
Societarvp the Kxecotiye Eugmeer of the Iijallpur Division of the CheuAb 
Caiisl, and the UiviJ burger^n. The other members are all natives^ and all 
are uoinlnated, not elected. Tho Municipal Committee ia also the Ifl-m&ar- 
dur and receive-a credit for the Lucul Uate. The area included withiu tho 
municipality is 3,153 acres iuclusiTe of the civil station, town farm, aud

Indian towna. The two importaDt works which have been carried 
out are the water-aupplj and drainage schemes. The former which 
has coat Rs. 1,20^^16 ia designed to supply one lakh of galloee of 6Ktered 
water per dietzi. The requisite power is ehtniuoQ from a water wheel iu 
the Tolw&Ia Kajbaha while the canal is open^ aud daring periods of 
closure from a stcaiD pump. The two large roserToire boTd 4,800,000 
gallons. Water is distributed all orer the towii and ciTil atation bj 
means of standpipeSi which are also used for the purpose of fiaahing 
the drains. 

The city Drainage scheme cost Bs. 73,472 and comprises an outer 
and iimor iotercopting drain with aobsidiary drains in the more inhabited 
portions of the town. The main dcaioa are all flushed either bj canal 
water or bj the water-works. The main outfall drain depueite the Ballsgo 
water in a tank on the Amipur road, wbooce it is lifted by inojhmlUr^tQT 
irri^lionj but proTisIoti has iJau been made for heavy rainfall by con* 
necting the outfall drain with the natural diaioage line belwoott the 
Jhatig and Rakh Branches. Bei^ides the aale-procec^ of sites, Gororn.^ 
ment contributed a lakh of rupees towards thc^e two works. 

There are numerous latrinos both inside the town and on its outskirts. 
ThoBoiDiiide tho town are of a tnt^dem pattern and two awcepcra^ houf’cs arc 
attached to each. Night*soil is removed io carts and trenched in tho town 
farm. 1 he carta belong to the xatumcipalitj but they are removed by a 
contr^tocp The street sweepings are collected by municipal swoepcTs who 
deposit them io carts belonging to a contractor^ The latter removes 
them tc a brtek kiln which be rents from tho municipality . There ia aa yet 
no airoDg dsmaud for street swoepiugs as manure. 

There ore three slno|BfbteT*housee, the tiba*khdna for tho slaughter of 
sheep and goats by MusamiAna, the jf^tk<i-khana for the use of Gikbsi and 
the bntchcr^khdua for tho slaughter of kme. lu the two former a ebargo 
of annai 1*6 is made for each animal slaughtered. Tho butcber-Jl^nffl 
contain shops, let by auction, where the meat is soIcL The offal is tTancIi* 
^ ^he nlght-aoil. The town and fitation road are lighted, the light* 
ing being performed by a contractor. The main ha^r$ are all metal lad, 
and lined with avenuea tjff trees. There are four large bathing tanks in the 
town and iboLyallpur Rajbaba is also largely nsed by the inh&bitaata as 
a bathing ghat. There are no considerable public buildings in the ofty. Only 
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a portion of tli«* fchonl baa been built and the nionicipality slill hires build- 
iojjfi* for ficTiool and bnarding-bonsoe, but theao will abort)? be prorid^ at a 
cost of about Ha* 24,000. A policfl station is alao about to be tendo in the 
town at a coat of Ra. 13,000 which G overnment baa been asked to lend* The 
central channb of the town will bo oecnpied by a clock tower mnde 
of A^rfL sftnd^touOj costing aboot Rs* 40j000 which haTO snb- 

BQvibad by the colooista of the B4r as a Memorial to the late Quoeti- 
Empro^e. The tower is now in thfl eouraa of conalmction. There 
are two graiU'iiiarkots in the towiii both of which oaS| if neceearayj be 
as tended ware^bouaea, bnt at present there is no octrois Outside 
the town Itself there are separate qaarters for the sweepers, the 
(oowwkeepers) and tha tenants o£ the town farm*^ The town

The Civil Station lies on the north and Bonth-east of tho tiswo.

The third line which is separated from 
the Bccoud by the raonicipal gardens is occopied by canal officers. 'Hie 
oomponndfl are nnueuaUy large, ranging from b to 8 acres each in sise.

Singla was founded as a modern town in 1896. It is built on the 
aaat side of the railway, 69 miles from WsEiiAbAd?

The new town, wliich is 14^1 miles from Wazirabdd on the Railwny line, 
was fonnded iu 1900. Its design is almost identical with thrit of Coira. 
The populfttion at Cifnens wrh only J,378j but ulthnugh the town was 
not ut fiiflt very prosperous its pn^ition luis greaily improved m roceiit 
years* and the p reseat population must bo nearly 3,000* Tobii 1'ek Siugti will 
probably be nciiffed ns a small tewn in a short time.

1 he 
income is ospended mainiy on roads, *ara«, dispenaanes odncation and 
arhoricuUare^bat although it is impossible to so pamto with accuracy the 
amounts spent oa the Colony as opposed to the old portions of the Districts, 
there is liitie doubt that ihe Colony now hardly obtains da full share of ita 
own money. When the L jail per District is formed the greater part of the 
Colony ioooine will BeceBaarily be expended on tbe Colony only. 


Section P.—Pablic Works* 

The Superintending Engiooer of the Che nib CauBl Circle lias hie head- 
quarlora at Lahore, hat they are about to bo tranalerred to Lyalipnr. - 
There are 5 Esccutiro EngiDsera on the CbpaI. namely those of the Ehaiiki| 
Lyatlpur, Jliaiig, Upper and Lower Gngora Divisions. The Exeentive 
Engineer of the KhSaiti Division has hie headquarters at the head works at 
KMnki and controls the aapply sent down the Canal. Ha also controls 
the Canal quarry at Sitigla, but ho has no other connection with the 
Colony as only a few acres of Government wasto come into lua Div^tou, hia 
revenue charge being eon fined to the proprietary .areas injho Kiifinghh 
Dogrdn and HAfizibdd Tahelis of tho Gairinwfib District. The remaining 
Ricutive Tingioeorshave their headquarters at Lyallpar. 3"/^ 

Division coinpriies the whole of tho Eakh and the greater part of the Upper 
.1 hang Branch, The Jliang Diviaioa consists of tho remamdsr of tbe Upper 
Jhnng, the Lowtir Jhang and Bhowiiiia Branches, The Upper Gogeia. Divi¬ 
sion is formed out of the ISien AU Branch with the Gugera and Boreia 
Branches us far as Rodukorii and BurBla, respectively. ^ The rest of the 
Gugera and BuriU Branohes form the Lower Gugera Division. 

It is inteDdei to form another Division to be called tho “ BurAla’ on tho 
Gagerm Branch in view' of the large extensions proposed for the Mont¬ 
gomery and Kabirwdla Tahsils. 
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Each Dmiion is divided into a niimhci* of Sah-Dtyiaiona oBicpred by 
Assistant Engineers suborditiate to tho Executive En^jitieerfl. The follow¬

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In addition to tbe abore the Pnblic Works Department baa metalled 
the town roads of Toba I'ek Sinph and Cbiotot Hoad and a portion of 
those in Gojra and Civil Slatioti of fjjallpar. The road from Lyailpar 
toKlilDattna, 7'dO mileSjand apart of the road batweau Chiniot and Chiniot 
Koad, 5*75 miles, have bee a motellod by the Department. Those from 
Lyallpnr to Boddkorfi, 17 miles, Kb&ao^na to Batiine, 8 miles, Cb’miot 
Uoad to Paulidni, 15 miles, and Sdngia to Shfibkot, 12 miles, are in pw' 
cess of constrnctioii. The funds for motalling are provided by the District 
Board, but the ProTincial GorernoiBat has also contributed Its, 15,0(1,000 
towards the roads above mentioned. 


Section G-'-Army. 

There are no regal sr troops. There is a saction of the Pnojab 
Light noreo at Lyallpar which was once about 14 strong and ooiunianded 
by d commiAeioaed officer^ btit thora is now ctkly ono trooper. There are 
n rifle T^nge aed batts abogside the Diikot Ciatributarj obs& to Ljullpor, 

There are no atatistioa of recruiting a vaibblfle but the Colony can hardly 
be considered a good reoraitsng ground at preseoty inspito of the largo 
number of penaioners who bare obtained grants bore. Men belonging 
to the local tribes ha^o never enlisted iu the nr my and the whole grantee 

f iopiilatioTi la too affluent to turn to military serTice na a means of 
iTelihcod. Special pro vision has however been madoJor the exemptiou 
of residence of tho heirs of grantees to eucceed to land property in order 
to cpable them to enlist if they wish to do so.

Section Police and Jails-

New Fnlin 0 Liiiea liavo been made at Ljallpur in anticipation of tlio 
formation of a new District, but only tsn men are kept in reaerTB thoro, the 
main rescrrea being posted at Jhang aad Gnjidnwdla. 

There are at present no punitive^ police posts in the Colony though 
some new ones arc not unlLltely to be imposed. 

In addition to tbo regular police there ara one or mora cAanKdur« 
or rural constables in every village, tho rule being one rliatiiiddr for 
every 100 bouses. Chaufcidiirt are only paid Rs. 3 n mouth and are really 
village metkials fi ecatsty living I>j eolsivatjon of th^ m&Dials 

aquare. Tliey are at ov&ry otitj'a Vek and call and arts niflre ueefiil as 
messengors than anything else. It is their duty to report crime at 1 heir 
Thdiiafi, but being entirely under the thumb of the lamborddrs they can 
only fuiei tbiw duty when it eepma good lo ihsir masters. 

Ae thumb marks of all convicted crimiji&la are taken and seat to 
rbillaur, a copy being kept in tbo Diatrict Register also. In the case of 
regulnr bad ehsraclers. whose antecedents are not fully knowu,referencea 
ora made to Pliillaur. and in the caao of Biwarias and Sdnsie, etc., to the 
bureau at Allahabad in the United Prosiiices, 

Although cattle-lifting is hardly such a general ocenpation os in pr^ 

Colony days, trackers are invariably used m all eases of cattle theft and it 
is chiefly by their mtons that ofienders sre brought to jUBlice. All nomads 
nrc really professional trackers and their skill is marvellous. 

The Giloi Beloebea come from the Uonigomory District. About half {1} 
of their number were given land In tuauta No. 402, Giigora Branch. It ra 
to bs doubted whotber they were ever much mure onroiaal than any of 
the other Efivi Iribes, but however that may be, no grantee has yet been 
caught committing crime sinoo he received Ins ^nt. and it is probable 
that the Oiloifi will coon he remoTed from tho list of registered tribes. 

Tbo B4w arias who number 1,170 ore all Eiodds or Sikhs and are 
really immigreats from the United Frovincoe, 050 of thsm are registered 
as belongiog to a oriniinal tribe in the Jhang District.
